PLAN IS TO PREVENT. REPETITION 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 20.—i{ Special. ]— 
Now that the congressional lobby investi- 
gating committees have practically complet- 
ed their work the greatest interest is being 
manifested as to the conclusions they will 
report. 

Neither the senate committee nor the house 
committee is expected to make unanimous 
findings. It is believed, however, that all the 
reports will condemn the system of lobbying 
which has been conducted by capital and 
labor and the practices used by these forces 
to compel lawmakers to be subservient t»? 
their demands. 

Legislation, it is expected, will be advo- 
cated to prevent a continuance of the meth- 
ods heretofore applied, methods which have 
tended to debauch the legislative department 
of the government for the benefit of the war- 
ring interests. 


Wilson Charges Started Inquiry. 

The investigations were inaugurated as a 
result of the charge made by President Wil- 
son that an “ insidious and numerous lobby ”’ 
was operating to prevent the enactment of 
his tariff views. Many persons who have 
s the evidence presented believe his 
c és nave been substantiated. The evi- 
dence, in a way, has startled those who be- 
ion the pedple were in control of their 
government. According to these game stu- 
dents of the testimony, it has been shown 
that the organizations of the senate and the 
house have been controlled by big interests 
and|that committees have been formed with 
the single purpose of advancing or killing 
legislation of importance to those interesis. 

A|\system of corruption has been exposed, 
they say, involving the use of millions of 
dollars, the employment of bribery to ob- 
tain service, including betrayal of the publi- 
interest, and of labor organizations, the sup- 
port of subservient candidates for public of- 
fice and employment of means to prevent the 
election of strong and independent candi- 
datps, the dictation of planks in party plat- 
forms, and finally an efiort to control ths 
cabinet selection of an incoming president of 
the’ United States. 

The evidence would tend to show, they say, 
that great manufacturing interests not only 
have influenced rates of duties but actually 
have written the provisions in tariff laws 
affecting the articles they produced. 


First Revealed in “Tribune.”’ 

The revelai\ 18 in connection with the oper- 
ations of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, first published in THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE through the confession of Martin 
M: Mulhall, one of the agents of the associa- 
tidn, have informed the country of the extent 
to which big business has gone in its effort 
to advance its own interests in the national 
capital and throughout the country. 

In addition the testimony deduced by the 
committees shows the use of methods by the 
American Federaion of Labor. 

Scattered through the records is evidence 
of} successful lobbying by the sugar trus*, 
the wool combination, and many other organ- 
igaticns of capital. 

Far example, the sugar men, according to 
the figures found in their testimony, have 
spent at least $22,000,000 in fighting the sugar 
tariff during the last ten years. 

There is no doubt as to a huge expenditure 
by the National Association of Manufac- 


turers and ite financial! agent, the National , 


Counsel for Industrial Defense. Other inter- 
ests also have spent large sums in advancing 
\e legislation they desired or killing or re- 
tarding legislation they regarded as inimical 
to them. 
Future Lies with Congrers. 

Tt is not necessary to discuss the facts 
which the investigation has developed for 
the reason that the country has been ap- 
prised of them through the publicity given the 
testimony taken by the two committees. 

‘The chief interest now lies in the measures 
congress will take to prevent a continuance 
of such conditions as have been shown to ex- 
tet. The fact that there has been a public 
exposure has served to clear the atmosphere. 

‘It is: necessary, however, to guard against 
q repetition. This appears to be appreciated 
both in the senate and the house, which are 

pected to enact legislation which will com- 
pel those doing lobby work to come out in 
the open. 


| Lobbyists Must Register. 
| The bill which probably will be passed by 
congress will require the registration of lob- 
yists. If some members have their way, 
his measure will be so stringent that lobby- 
| approaching senators or members out- 
lias of public committee meetings will be sub- 
ject to fine or imprisonment. Ex-senators 
and ex-congressmen probably will be denied 
the privilege of the floor of the two houses, 
which they now enjoy. 

A corrupt practice act far more sweeping 
han any that has yet been adopted may be 
roposed, but whether it could be enactea wii!

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BRYAN WINDS UP 
LECTURE SEASON 


Says He Will Resume Chau- 
tauqua Work Any Time 
He Thinks Proper. 


LAST YEAR'S PROFIT $6,500. 


Warrenton, Va., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—Sec- 
retary of State Bryan tonight concluded his 
chautauqua engagements for the season 
with a lecture here. He has not renounced 
the lecture platform, however, as in a state- 
ment which he gave tonight he said he would 
continue to lecture as long as he remained 
secretary of state whenever he felt there was 
proper occasion and a desire to do so. 

“This evening is the last of the chautau- 
qua lectures for this season,”’ Mr. Bryan 
said. ‘‘ The total income from chautauqua 
lectures this year is a little over $7,000; the 
net reecipts after taking out the necessary 
expenses are something over $6,500. 


Most Lectures Near Capital. 

“The number of whole week days which 
have been used for the lectures is, accord- 
ing to my recollection, seven. The rest of 
the lectures have been delivered at places 
near enough to the c&pital to leave in the 
afternoon, sometimes as late as 3:08 o'clock. 
I would not assume that the public was 
interested in these details, were it not for 
the fact that the representatives of a few 
newspapers have regarded it as a matter of 
great importance.” 

When Mr. Bryan was asked if he would 
lecture any more during his connection 
with the state department. he replied: 

“I expect to lecture whenever I deem it 
desirable or necessary to do so and I have 
not in the least altered the plans which 
were made at the time I assumed the duties 
of the office. The criticism that has been 
directed against my lecturing is no more 
bitter than the criticism I have undergone 
at other times and for other things during 
my connection with politics. 


Part of Criticism Malicious. 

“A part of this critic:'sm is malicious, a 
part of it is partizan, and a part of it is based 
upon misinformation. That which is mali- 
clous will answer itself, that which is parti- 
gan will be accepted as euch, that which is 
baged upon misinformation will cease when 
the critics are better informed. 

‘“‘No man should enter public life if he ob- 
jects to criticism, and he cannot stay in pub- 
lie fe if he permits criticisms to turn him 
from doing what he thinks is right. He must 
decide hie duty for himself and is anewerable 
to the public for any mistakes he makes. I 
regard lecturing as an entirely legitimate 
field. I lectured before I was nominated for 
the presidency; I lectured between cam- 
paigns; I shall continue to lecture, and I 
shall not believe that any person whose opin- 
ion is worth having will think the less of me 
because I do 80. This closes the lecture sub- 


ject for the present.”

WARNS OF 
IN ‘DIET’ EXPERTS 


Department of Agriculture 
Holds Systems Useless, if 
Not Dangerous.

‘PLAIN FOOD ALL RIGHT, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 20—RBeware of 
freak diets and of fakers calling themselves 
food experts; eat what you want when you 
feel like it, giving attention to cleanliness 
and wholesome cooking. 

This is the official advice of the department 
of agriculture in a warning to the puwhblic, 
issued tonight as a result of an investiga- 
tion just finished by government specialists 
into the operation of self-styled “ experts 
in dietetics.”’ 

“Some of the advocates of freak diets are 
sincere, but are themselves deluded,” says 
the warning. ‘* Otherg are fakers who seek 
to make monetary gain by advising peculiar 
systems of diet. Neither class can offer truste 
worthy advice. 


“Experts” Show No Reason. 

**In most of the recommendations of these 
self-established ‘experts’ there is hardly a 
shadow of reason, though ther may seem 
plausible. One of their methods of reason- 
ing is to use isolated and often unrelated 
facts of science as evidence that their pe- 
cullar system is of value. They completely 
ignore statements in current historical and 
scientific literature which could negative 
their contentions. 

“Much of the supposed scientific advice now 
being sold for a price is really Litthé more 
than folk lore, A great many of the state- 
ments Which are uged as arguments by the 
experts for their diets have been traced by 
the government specialists and found to come 
from works on diet writven so long ago as to 
be no longer considered of value except to the 
student of the history of dietetics.’ 


American Diet Good Enough. 

The department's statement discueses ‘‘the 
fallacy of enzymes and particular chemical 
matter’ declaring that the ordinary whole- 
some American diet furnishes the body with 
what is needed to sustain it and the fad for 
whole grain cereals and the like is useless. 
Raw food is clean and free from contamirna- 
tion and is all right if anybody wants to 
eat it, the specialists say. 

“The truth of the matter is, however,”’ 
the statement adda, “ that man’s chances of 
health are best when he eats with modera- 
tion a diet made up of clean, wholesome, 
ordinary foods, well prepared in the usual 
ways. Proper cooking aterilizes foods. 

“If the deductions of many food faddists 
accepted as facts were really operative it 
would be difficult to explain how the human 
race had survived.”

FOR LOOP STORES 


Purpose To Relleve Conges- 
tion in Postal Business 
Expected in Fall. 


DEVISED AT WASHINGTON 


Will he Used for Sorting the 
Bundles Cirscted To Out- 
of-Town Points. 


TAKE STRAIN FROM POSTOFFICE 


It was announced from Washington yes- 
terday that, startled by the unprecedented 
growth of outgoing parcels business in Chi- 
cago, the postoffice department will open‘ a 
species of postal substation in each of the 
great department stores. This step is deemed 
necessary to take care of the big increase 
believed to come with the holiday season. 

The stations will not be used for distribu- 
ting Chicago bound mail, but for sorting 
parceis outbound, Small forces from the 
postoffice will receive al! parcels deposited 
in the stores, sort them and dispatch them 
direct to the railroad stations, without let- 
ting the mall pass through the main office. 

Even in the normal season, it is declared, 
this would save a good deal of time. In the 
holiday season it is thought to be the only 
way mail matter can be handled at all. 


Battle Against Congestion. 

In previous years, before the establish- 
ment of the parcels post, the enlarged cleri- 
cal force has been barely able to plow 
through the holiday business without ».- 
gestion. Postmaster Campbell's estin ca 
of business three months hence, based on the 
rapid growth of the parcels business since 
Jan, 1, forced the department to a realization 
that not enough men could be crammed inte 
the present central office and substations 


to handle the mail. Daily parcels business 


has more than doubled in six months, and 
no one can guess what it will be in Deceme 
ber. 

The plan of installing additional facilities 


| in the department stores is not entirely aa 


experiment. For some time it has been 
tested in the shipping department of Seara, 
Roebuck & Co., and according to Mr. Roper, 
the fret assigiant postmaster general, it has 
proved @ success.

Wants New Office Near Station.

The standing appropriation of $1,750,000 is 
not enough to complete the new office. The 
department and members of the [linois dele- 
gation feel that at least $2,000,000 should be 
authorized in addition to this before the 
actual work of construction is begun, se 
that the completion may be agsured.

HIGH COURT BACKS REFORMS 


Nonpartisan Vote Advocates Win 
in Cleveland Charter Case. 


REFERENDUM FRAUDS HUGE. 


Names of the Dead with Cemeteries as 
Addresses on Petitions. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—Agita- 
tors of nonpartisan nominations and prefer- 
ential voting scored another victory during 
the last week when the Supreme court re~ 
fused a rehearing sought by Attorney Gen- 
eral Hogan in the Cleveland charter case. 

A kot of municipal reformers live in 
Clevéland- and when a new charter was 
framed recently, it was provided that not 
only was partisanship to be removed from 
elections but from primaries as well. This 
radical step appalled the politicians, but it 
appears as if the courts sympathize with the 
reformers. Another test will come up soon 
in the Dayton charter test case and mean- 
while, an additional member of the Supreme 
court will be appointed, It remains to be seen 
whether partisanship can make another suc- 
cessful stand. 


Wholesale Referendum Frauds, 

State officials continue formally to investi- 
gate referendum petition frauds and repeat 
their threats.of throwing out the petitions. It 
is still believed, however, that the officials | 
may be forced to permit a vote on at least 
some of the referendums to av it the charge 
that the are heading, off popular expres- 
sion on important matters, thus going back 
on their pretensions in support of the adop- 
tion of the initiative and referendum. 

The frauds being disclosed are almost in- 
comprehensible. Names of the dead, the im- 
prigoned, and the never existing appear on 
petitions, Graveyards, rivers, lumber yards, 
hospitals, and other institutions appear ius 
residence numbers. 

State officials continue to squabble over 
the short ballot amendments to the con- 
stitution, which will be put to a public vote 
this fall. State Auditor Donahey has fig- 
ured out that if the state officers’ amendment 
gets through, the governor will have, di- 
rectly and indirectly, some 9,800 appoint- 
ments under his control. He includes minor 
places in election and taxation machinery, in 
which local appointments are made by local 
officials, the latter named by the governor or 
hig cabinet. 

| Big Debt Results from Flood, 

Ohio cities are beginning to realize the ex- 
tent of debt which will be saddled upon them 
as|' a result of the March flood. Losses of 
hundreds of millions were announced then 
and the people seemed appalled. Those loss- 
es, however, were only a beginning, for now 
permanent rebuilding of river beds and other 
reconstruction designed to prevent a repeti- 
tion of the floods is to be provided for in bond 
issues. 

The city of Columbus, for instance, is con- 
templatifig an issue of $11,000,000. It wit!

BUSINESS SCHOOL 


Board of Education to Open 
“Practical Office” in 
Tribune Building. | 


EXPECT PAY FOR PUPILS. 


Course to Be Supplemented by 
Real Work in Chicago Com- 
mercial Houses. 


The initial step in a program for the im- 
provement of the efficiency of the commer- 
cial courses taught in the public schools of 
Chicago will be taken tomorrow. A number 
of senior students will be given a week's 
practical experience in office methods in the 
offices of the board of education in the Trib- 
une building. 

Eventually it is expected to make arrange- 
ments with the business houses of the city 
so that haif of the time of the commercial 
students in their last year of schooling will 
be spent in obtaining practical instruction. 
At first the plan is to be confined to the 
office of the school hoard, and the pupils will 
have the benefita of but a week of office work 
during the year. If thirty positions can be 
found in the offices al] of the senior students 
will be enabled to stay for a week. 


Want Aid of Business Men. 

The plan eventually contemplates that 
all of the senior students spend every other 
week in the office of some Chicago busi- 
ness house. 

, Last year there were but thirteen stu- 
dents taking the final year’s work gu 
four year course, but this number be 
largely increased with the improvement of 
the course, it is thought. There were 576 
taking the two year course in its second 
year. 

The board of education is paying no wages 
to the students who commence work tomor- 
row, but thé business houses are expected 
to pay a minimum wage. The competition 
for the students, according to William Bach- 


mercial education, is expected to be so great 
that the business houses will have to pay 
some wages to secure the students. 


Hope to Give Much Practical Work. 

The two year students will under the new 
plan spend half of their last semester in the 
business houses, and the four year students 
half of their senior year. The written con- 
sent of the parents will be necessary for the 
students to do the practical work. 

“Contrary to what some people might 
think,”’ said Mr. Bachrach yesterday, “ the 
pupils are decidedly useful about the office. 
They are ‘ green,’ of course, but the plan has 
been tried out successfully in, the east, and 
as soon as the employers realize'the value 
of that class of work they will be piling 
over themselves to secure the students. 

“ The plan can be tried out at the present 
time if any business house will make us a 
proposal. For example, if a firm has twelve 


raphers or filing clerks and we have a class 
of twenty-four senior students they can 
work alternate weeks for the business house. 

“ Any of the students that are found to be 
objectionable will be removed at the request 
of the firm. 

“The students in their work in the offices 
of the boa of education will be graded on 
typewriting, shorthand dictation, penman- 
ship, arithmetic, quickness to grasp ideas, 
personal appearance, and office deportment.”

PUTS BURDEN ON USERS. 


Attorney General , “Passes the 
Buek* Back to Corporation 
Counsel Sexton. 


Negotiations now pending before the coun- 
cil committee on gas, oil, and electric light 
soon will be renewed for the gale of the auto- 
matic phone plant of the Dlinois Tunnel 
company to the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company, the parent Bell cor- 
poration, for $6,300,000. There are several 
indications that assurances have been given 


that the.city will permit the sale, although | 


little has been explained regarding the mean- 
ing of the transfer. 

An attempt was made last week by the 
city council, through Corporation Counsel 
Seton, to place the responsibility of coun- 
tenancing the sale with the federal govern- 
ment. There is a clause in the automatic 
company’s ordinance prohibiting the sale 
without the council’s consent. Mr. Sexton 
asked Attorney General Reynolds for an 
opinion as to the possibility of the merger 
being a violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. The attorney general.promptly refused 
to let the é¢ity “ pass the buck ” to him and 
declined to make any comment on the pro- 
posed deal. 


Former Officer Makes Charges. 

Harold D. Stroud, former traffic manager 
of the automatic company and now head of 
the Telephone Users’ association, has been 
making speeches recently on the “ inside ” 
of the deal. He claims that the transaction 
throws a light upon the policy of the Bell 
company, which would be illuminating to the 
federal government—now inquiring into the 
affairs of this corporation. ae ae @ 

The principal contentions of his argument 
are: 

That the Bell company will pay $6,800,000 
for the automatic plant justto junkit. 
' That its object is to control all automatic 
phone patents ‘not now controlled by the Bell 
corporation. ! , 

That the automatic company did not have 
20,000 bona fide subscribers on June 1, 1011, 
and therefore its phone plant and franchise 
should have been forfeited to the city. 

That if the city grants permission to sell 
it thereby grants right to sell property which 
the city could have and can yet obtain gratis. 


Calls It “Greatest” Outrage. 

Mr. Stroud is vigorous in his declarationa, 
asserting. that this transaction is “ one of the 
greatest outrages ever perpetrated upon the 
people of Chicago and “that the sale is 
illegal and highly detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the people.” If his contention regard- 
ing the purpose of the purchase js correct, 
this probably will be the record junk sale 
in Chicago. The aldermanic committee was 
not inclined to believe that $6,300,000 would 
be paid for the pleasure of junking the en- 
tire phone system. 

Ald. Merriam of the committee, when the 
negotiations were started, surmised aloud 
that the 86,300,000 would be added to the 
capital account of the Chicago Telephone 
company, a favorite daughter of the Bell 
corporation, and that residents of the city 
would iater be compelled to pay phone rates 
to earn interest on this added capitaliza- 


 tion.- Immediately it was announced that 


the parent Bell corporation and not the loca! 
company would be the real purchasers. So 
far as the city lawyers have been able to as- 
certain, the Bell company has no authority 
to operate a phone system within the cor- 
porate Umits of Chicago. 


No Oompetition Now. 

That the deal will be consummated, in the 
opinion of officials of the autamatic company, 
is clearly indicated by the lack of competition 
between the automatic and the Chicago Tele- 
phone company. The automatic {s apparent- 
ly making no effort to gain new subscribers, 
little attention is being paid to maintaining 
or improving its service or the keeping of 
the system is good repair. This informa- 
tion is verified by @ notice dated Aug. 1, last, 
and signed by J. W. Callahan, general man- 


ager. It reads: : 


“Effective Aug. 1, 1918, the traffic and 
commercial departments, with the exception 
of the order division of the Illinois Tele- 


~- phone and Telegraph company, will be abol- 


ished. All pending matters in the hands of 
employés of these two departments will be 
turned over to John Eliwanger.”’ 

‘Mr. Stroud claims that some time back, 
before an agreement was made for the auto- 
matic to sell to the Bell system, there were 
over 200 employés in the traffic and commer- 
cial departments. Now, however, he said, 
there are only four men taking care of all 
of the automatic telephones in the city and 
me More phones are being installed. 


Officials Confirm Statement. 


Confirmation of this latter statement was 


obtained from county officials. The auto- 


matic company made a contract on April 8 t6 


put @ switchboard, four trunk Mnes, and. 


twelve additional phones in the county serv- 
ice. The mumber of phones at that time 
was eighty-eight, now there are only eighty- 
three, despite the fact that the company 
agreed to have 100 in use. These 100 phones 
were to cost the county $148 a month. In 
checking over records recently Deputy Con- 
troller Ryan found that the city had paid $202 
for both May and June—the rate in force be- 
fore the April contract was made. He has 
made a demand upon the company for a re- 
fund of the overpayment and Is preparing to 
force collection at once. It was estimated by 
County Superintendent of Public Service 
Kenyon that the county would save bet wéen, 
$6,500 and $6,000 a year on the contract made 
with the automatic company in April. It 
was then intended to use the automatic be- 
tween departments and offices in the county 
building instead of the Bell phone, bur the 
automatic company never installed the appa- 
ratus 80 that the plan could be carried out. 

So {t. seems that the automatic company 
had some inkling months ago that it would 
get permission from the city to sell. 

Always a Political Pet. 

But this company always has had politica! 
favor. It was born and nourished by political 
influence. First a grant was obtained from 
the ¢ouncil to constract @ small bore under 
the streets for the operation of a phone sys- 
tem. The digging was begun underneath 
the place of business of an alderman, ‘and 
the Bote was found upon the first investiga- 
tion 1¢ be large enough te drive d team of 

ions maces at one street intersection. 
Tt loped into an underground freight 
system. 

The time for the installation! of its phone 
system was extended on several occasions 
uritil it was decided that the company should 
‘Ve 20,000 phones in service June 1. 1911.

but declined to certify that the company had 
the required numbed on June.1 of that year. 
The street bureau, however, certified to the 
council that the progress of installation was 
interfered with by the city, and the law 
department accordingly said that the phone 
plant could not be forfeited. 


Did Not Have 20,000. 

Despite all of this official information, 
which is printed in the council proceedings 
at length on July 22, 1912, Mr. Stroud asserts 
that the company had only 11,000 phones in 
service on Aug. 14, 1911, and only 8,000 on 
July 15 of the same year and a considerably 
less number on June 1. He declares emphat- 
ically that this statement can be proven by 
the official records of the company, and ex- 
hibited yesterday what purported to be a 
copy of one of his own reports in substantia- 
tion. He claims that he made a thorough and 
complete hunt for every phone in service, as 
former City Blectrician Carroll recommend- 
ed the city should do, in order to ascertain 
the number of bona fide subscribers. 

“The report of the Everett Audit com: 
pany,” said Mr. Stroud yesterday, “ does not 
claim the company had 20,000 bona fide sub- 
scribers: on June 1, 1911. Out of the 14,404 
phones found 3,488 were not in service, and 
against 6,620 there were complaints of vari- 
ous kinds. Only 8,016 were reported as sat- 
isfactory. | 


Reports to City. Incorrect. 

“It could have been ascertained at any 
time since June 1, 1911, that the company 
did not have 20,000 bona fide subscribers, 
regardiegs of what reports the city has 
obtained. If a: count were made tomorrow, 
20,000 bona. fide subscribers would not be 
found. 
“To start back some distance, Joseph 
Harris was president of the automatic com- 
pany. He was_.to instal! the system and it 
is reported that he suffered some jogs on 
the installation and accordingly his salary 
was increased to recoup his loss on the in- 
stallation. After him came F. O. Frisbie 
when the Armour interests were in control. 

“Then other interests gained control and 
C. W. Hotchkiss was made president. That 
was about May, 1912. At once he started 
out to get the Automatic Hlectric company 
located in Chicago. This is the largest and 
practically the only automatic plant in this 
country and controls al of the automatic 
patents which the American Bell company 
aid not get by the purchase of a company 
in Ohio. Mr. Hotchkiss is said to have ob- 
tained an option of five years on a majority 
of the stock of the Automatic Electric com- 
pany at a price around $150 a share of $100 
par value. 


Agreement Not Made Public. 

“ Then the negotiations started for the sale 
of the automatic company to the Bell cor- 
poration. The character of the agreement 
reached has not been made public. But that 
an agreement was reached to sell is certain 
or the attorneys for the &utomatic company 
could not have told the council committee the 
price—$6,300,000.”’ | 

The.records of .the committee meetings 
show that the attorneys for the automatic 
company denied that any agreement to sel! 

“had been reached, when the negotiations be- 
tween the city and the automatic company 
were begun.

Kaiser Firm Believer in Willow 
Wand; Strive to Clear 
Up Problem, 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.) 
BERLIN, Sept. 20.—The divining rod, or as 
it is sometimes called, the dowsing rod of 
willow or hazel wood, which is used for lo- 
cating water, minerals, and treasures, and 
which has many followers in Germany, had 
its first scientific consideration today. The 
first congress of the Verman society organ- 
ized for the purpose of clearing up the ques- 
tion of the scientific vaiue of the divining 
rod met at Halle. 

Although the entire divining rod matter is 
generally considered as being connected more 
or less with fakism and superstitution, many 
scholars and learned men, geologists, min- 
eralogists, miners, and such were present at 
the congress. 

A staggering array of statistics was pro- 
duced which tended to show that the divining 
rod question has a acientific value and justi- 
fies scientific research. 


Kaiser Believer in Wand. 

It was said that, among others, the kaiser 
is a firm believer in its value in locating 
water. It was said at the time the city en- 
gineer at Kiel harbor was unable to find a 
water supply for the city government Uslar, 
who had learned how to manipulated the 
willow twig in Africa, was sent for at the 
request of the kaiser and located an inex- 
haustible supply. 

An affidavit was laid before the congress 
from the engineers of the Munich municipal 
water department in which it was affirmed 
that, after they had tried in vain to lo- 
cate a subterranean leak in a big pipe line 
which made it impossible to keep up the 
pressure, it was decided to send for a divin- 
ing rod expert before resorting to the ex- 
treme measure of tearing up the line to find 
the leak. 

Shows Leak in Water Main. 

The divining rod was secured and its indi- 
cation of the spot where the leak was proved 
to be correct. 

Before the assembling of the congress sev- 
eral members decided to make some prac- 
tical tests with the rod. Yesterday in the 
presence of geologists and mineralogists 
Mine Inspector. Scharf with a hazel stick 
indicated a spot where water would be found 
in a large orchard where repeated borings 
had failed to strike water. Borings were 
made today at the spot indicated by Scharf 
and a plentiful supply of water was found. 


GERMANS LOSING AT SCIENCE? 
“BEATEN PATH” PLAN BLAMED 


Native Authority Notes Other Nations 
Ditplacing Fatherland and Takes 
Scholars to Task for Lack of Progress.

BERLIN, Sept. 20.—That the creative sci- 
ence of Germany, particulaily the science of 
chem, stry, is not at a standstill, but is actu- 
ally on the wane, being surpassed by in- 
vestigators of other countries, particularly 
France and America, is the statement made 
by Prof. Baron Hans von Liebig, professor 
of chemistry at the University of Giesen 
and one of the leading autho ities on chem- 
istry in Germany. 

Writing in the publication Natural Science, 
Prof. von Liebig declares that the creative 
spirit and acientific research work which 
made Germany so famous among scientific 
men is dying out.

Washington, D, C., Sept. 20.—Secretary 
Garrison had before him today a Philippine 
slavery report by W.H. Phipps, auditor for 
the islands, practically backing up the 
startling charges of Dean Worcester. It 
cites details of many cases of boys and 
girls sold into slavery at prices ranging from 
$60 to $100, and that heads of savage fam- 
ilies sell their daughters and regard the 
practice as a right. 

“I have no hesitancy in saying that I think 
the charges of Secretary Worcester, that 
slavery exists in the Philippines, are sus- 
tained,” says Mr. Phipps. 

The Phipps report is based upon investi- 
gations conducted under the direction of the 
Philippine auditor by district auditors. It 
was accompanied by a list of names of sixty- 
seven persons held as slaves, some being held 
outright and some under the so-called 
“debt” system. 

Held Many Years for Debts, 

The fallacy of the debt system is shown 
by the fact that some of the slaves so heid 
are more than 60 years old and have been 
held by their present owners since birth. 

“ The almost universal report made to me 
by each person who has been asked to in- 
vestigate,”” wrote Mr. Phipps, “ was that 
slavery in some form existed to his persona! 
knowledge; with a number it is a form of 
peonage, Which is the most extensive form 
of slavery practiced here; with many others, 
it will be noted, it is the barter and sale of 
human beings by one person to another who 
holds such person so sold to him in absolute 
subjugation and they perform duties and 
labor for him without compensation further 
than scanty clothing and in many instances 
indifferent food.’ 

Basis of Report Kept Secret. 

All of the district auditors who assisted 
Mr. Fhipps were obliged to promise their 
i.furmants that the source of information 
would not be made public. The names of tne 
Officiale who helped in the preparation of the 
report also are withheld. 

One investigator made this report: 

‘ My observation has been that the largest 
percentage of real slavery exists in those 
provinces inhabited by hill tribes or so-called 
non-Christians. I myself have known of 
several instances where children have been 
purchased from the hill tribes, and believe 
that a house to house canvass of the servants 
of the well to do class of Filipinos and a 
proper inquiry into their status will show 
that a large number of them are actually 
owned, having been acquired by purchase.

He says the impetus of the creative spirit 
has been used up and science is extending 
in scope upon the results of Germany's sci- 
entific pioneer’s in this work but not in depth 

Methodical progress based on the creative 
results of German scientists are now being 
made abroad and not at home. In chemistry 
England bids fair to again take the lead. 

Prof. von Liebig thinks the wane of Ger- 
many is due to objective education follow :ng 
the beaten paths of admiration for past re- 
sults at the expense of independent thinking 


and research.

Cozza made three borings between 
this jiepression and the sea and discovered 
marine sand, thus corroborating Prof. Rug- 
giero's discovery. Cozza then made two 
other borings between this depression and 
the city. One led to the discovery of a road 
leading from a city gate to the sea and the 
other to a platform of stone which Cozza 
mistook for the embankment portjon of a 
quay 

“It is a well known fact that the slightest 
attempt at excavation beyond the city’s area 
invariably results in the discovery of re- 
mains of roads and buildings belonging to 
the suburbs and to settlements. 


Harbor Not Discovered. 

“So far the harbor of Pompeii has not 
been discovered. Many years ago several 
tall timbers were found and were identified 
as tre masts of ships, but further excava-

of cypreas trees. 

“My opinion is that Pompeii had no har- 
bor, but that the River Sarno served the 
purpose of a seaport.

From «@ psychological point of view the 
right policy would be to reduce the external 
temptations; above all, the opportunities, 
for contact. Coeducation, for instance, was 
morally without difictities twenty years.ago, 
but it ie unfit in high schools and colleges for 
the eastern part of the fation in the atmos 
phere of today. 

Moreover, the esthetic epirit ought to be 
educated systematically, and above all, the 
whole education of the youth ought to be 
built on discipline; the lesson: by which the 
youth learns to overcome the desire and to 
inhibit the will {se the most essential for the 
young American boy and gir! of tomorrow. 

There are many other important lessons 
for the youth in this field, but the lesson 
which teaches how to avoid conception does 
not belong {In the program. Such a lesson 
might eave & per cent of those who fall today, 
but it would bring from those who otherwise 
would live on in moral and bodily chastity 50 
per oent more to moral ruin. 

The policy of silence has never meant that 
a girl should grow up without the conécious- 
nese that the field of sexual facts exists in 
our social world; on the contrary, those feel- 
ings of shame and decency which belong to 
the steady learning of a clean child from the 
days of the nursery have strongly impressed 
on the young soul that such-regions are real, 
but that they must not be approached by 
curiosity or self-seeking willfulnesse. This in- 
stinct itself brought something of ideal value, 
of respect, and even of reverence into the 
most trivial life, however often it became 
ruined by fou] companionship. 

To strengt@en this inetinctive emotion of 
mysterious respect which makes the young 
mind shrink from brutal intrusion will re- 
main the wisest policy as long aa we cannot 
change that automatic mechanism of human 
nature by which the sexual thought stimu- 
lates the sexual organs. 

A nation which tries to lift ite sexual mo- 
rality by dragging the sexual problems to 
the street for the inepectign of the crowd, 
without shyness and witHout shame, and 


‘which willfully makes them objects of gos- 


sip and stage entertainment, is doing worse 
than Munchausen when he tried to lift him- 
self by his scalp. 

It seems less important that the youth 
learn the secrets of sexual intercourse than 
that their teachers and guardians learn the 
elements of physiological psychdlogy; the 
sexual sins of youth start from the educa- 
tional sine of the elders.

N automobile is pretty nearly human 
in one respect. It requires care to 
make life long, and care that it may 
perform its functions up to the 
standard of its creation. That is often 
entirely overlooked by the owner of the 
car, and this negligence is certain to hasten 
the tire breakdown. 

Any tire is subject to more or less abuse, 
as it must encounter all kinds of roads and 
receive little or no consideration from the 
driver. Cuts, stone bruises, mud Diisters, 
etc., result, and if these are neglected they 
eventually spell the destruction of the tire, 
as dissipation does the man. 

Tire neglect run’ bills up unbelievably. 
There are many more things for the drivers 
to consider than the mere driving of the car. 
Road conditions play an important part in 
the life of tires. Inflation, distribution of 
the weight of the machine, and alignment of 
the wheels are also influential. Notwo tires 
in a set may give the same service, although 
their quality, workmanship, and construc- 
tion may be identical. One may give out 
long before its time. There is a reason for 
this. Do not blame the tire; always look 
at the real cause, and place the blame where 
it belongs. The service and mileage of a 
tire depend as much on the conditions under 
which it ie used as upon the quality of the 
tire itself. 

Possibly three-fourths of the tires returned 
to the manufacturers for répairs have been 
ridden insufficiently inflated. Insufficient tn- 
fiation is responsible to greater extent than 
perhaps anything else for blowouts and quick 
disintegration. 

Wh. a tire is imperfectly inflated the 
walls are continually bending back and forth 
as the car moves, with the same result as 
when a wire or piece of nietal is bent back 
and forth In the hands. Heat is engendered 
in the threads, and because of this heat and 
the continued bending the walls zoon weaken 
and give way.

The average man is not now bothered with 
the old fashioned, plain, out and out puno- 
ture~pot often. The small boy who used to 
put tacks in the road has lost interest in 
geing @ man fix a tire, and besides there 
are so many people using cars that one man’s 
chances of picking up a solitary nail are 
smaller than ever. 

The chief trouble now is in tires going to 
pieces and blowing out, notwithstanding the 
certainty that better materials and methods 
ate used by the tire makers—a condition 
brought about by a desire to improve because 
ef competition. And a motorist has, gener- 
ally, himself to blame if his tire does not ex- 
cood the mileage euaranteed by the maker. 

Not one man in a thousand keeps his tires 
guficiently inflated. He may follow the tire 
meker’s table of air pressure at the time of 
inflation, but he is then apt to cheat a little 
snd save the work of putting in that last five 
pounds. Then he does not often look at his 
tire pressure through a gauge, and so long 
as the tire is not exceedingly soft he goes 
on, forgetting that air will leak to some de- 
gree at all times and more when the car is 
not in use. 

There is more than the destruction of tires 
fn permitting them to go underinflated, for it 
causes a drag on the motor, compels the use 
of more fuel and oil, and wears the differen- 
tial gears, which work incessantly if one rear 
tire happens to be materially softer than its 
mate because of the difference in the size of 
the circumference of the tire. Then, again— 
| and this is seldom considered—when a tire 

is down somewhat the wheel has the effect 
of being “ out of round,” so that a true run- 
ning wheel is impossible. The tire is fattened 
over a considerable extent of road surface 
and is constantly displacing air, causing 
friction and consequently heat, which tends 
to. soften the solution used to bind together 
the various pieces of fabric that form the 
wells of the tire. The continugl working of 
the fabric soon loosens the friction rubber 
and then the tire, under pressure of air, must 
let go.

@ pretty safe rule that it should be left alone 
and other difficulties looked for. 

When the valves and rings are known to be 
in good condition and the motor has good 
compression it is sometimes found that an 
adjustment cannot be made with any degree 
of satisfaction. It is then possible thai there 
is a leak somewhere in the intake manifold, 
which will permit too much air being drawn 


in, causing the motor to run wildand to make — 


difficult starting. 

It is a wisé precaution to go over the nuts 
and bolts of all parts once ina while, but if 
the motor acts as described» make certain 
that those holding the manifold to the cylin- 
ders are tight and also set up those shown at 
C in the illustration. Possibly the gasket, D, 
may have been roughed and thus cause @ 
leak. In this case the remedy is a new ga6- 
ket, carefully fitted and smeared with sheilac 
on either side in order to fill in any little 
abrasion or pore. 

—- 

Another cause for the same trouble may Ne 
im wear in either the valve stem, shown at B 
in another illustration, or in the valve stem 
guide bushing, C. Any considerable wear in 
these parts will permit air to enter the cylin- 
der on the suction stroke and thus rarefy the 
mixture. Those on one cylinder may be worn 
and on another not, which will cause an un- 
evenness in the gas charges in the different 
cylinders and consequently an uneven @p- 
plication*of power to the crank shaft. 

Where bushings are used new ones may be 
fitted with little work, but of course the valve 
stems must first be trued up and the bushings 
reamed to fitthe stems. Where bushings are 
not used the hole may be reamed outa frac- 
tion to true it up and the valve stems carbon- 
ized and regrounéd to fit the larger hole and to 
be made true.

Many tests have been made with low grade 
fuel, attended with more or less success, 
eccording to the viewpoint of those making 
the tests. 

In November, 1910, under the supervision 
of the Chicago Motor club, a F.-A.-L car 
fitted with a Rayfield carbureter made a 
run to Cincinnati and return, carrying four 
passengers. The fuel used was benzine 
which cost 8 cents per gallon. No carbu- 
reter adjustments were made for the ent're 
distance of 670 miles and a total of thirty- 
six gallons was used, the average mileage 
being 18.6 to the gallon. The whole fuel cst 
was $2.88, or 72 cents per passenger for the 
80 miles. The weather was cold and the 
roads rough, else the showing might have 
beer better. 

In May, 1911, a Chalmers car, weighing with 
load 8,670 pounds and fitted with a Rayfield 
carbureter, made an official run to Milwau- 
kee and return, a distance of 192 miles. In 
this test kerosene was used and a tota! of 
1é gallons was used, with an average of 14.8 
miles per gallon. 

In the tour of the Indiana makers from 
Incianapolis to the Pacific coast, a Hender- 
ecn car used kerosene all the way. This was 
fitted with a Harroun carbureter, Those on 
the trip say it required no adjustment, desvite 
the changes in altitude, and that in plates 
where other cars had to receive assistance in 
climbing grades this one never experienced 
the least trouble. The distance was about 
3,582 miles and the cost of fudi for the entire 
distance was about $26, which at 8 cents per 
gallon would mean 825 galions, or close to 
twelve miles to the gallon.

HE outpost sentry of the news gather- 
ting army—the man on whom every- 
thing depends when an important story 
breaks unexpectedly in a remote quar- 
ter—showed his value and his depend- 

ability in recording the capture of Harry K. 
Thaw t& \aeads on Aug. 19, two days after 
his sensational escape from the Matteawan 
insane asylum. 

The whole of New England wae seeking 
Thaw, but he had left few clews in his flight, 
and it was impossible to tell definitely where 
to look for fews of him. The situation was 
one of uncertainty and expectancy. Then 
Walter Drew, at Colebrook, N. H., was heard 
from, for the first time in two years. He 


« had found Thaw, and he took.the first oppor- 


tunity to get the Boston office of the Asso- 
ciated Press on the long distance telephone 
and give the news. 

Few remembered where Colebrook was; 
Coaticook, Quebec, was a name almost un- 
known to the general public, and the pres- 
ence of Walter Drew as the Associated Press 
correspondent in the remote New Hamp- 
shire town had been almost completely for- 
gotten. He had pot sent in a story. in two 
years. Nevertheless when his dme came‘the 
faithfully remembered his connection with 
the Associated Press and the obligation 
which lay at his door from the fact that his 
name was on the records in the Boston office 
as-“ local representative."’ He rose to the 
occasion and sent ‘in one of the best news 
stories in many months.

Mr. Drew was after the story for hours be- 
fore it transpired. Like most newspaper 
men he numbered among his friends the vaii- 
ous city and county officails. Deputy Sheriff 
Burleigh H. Kelsea of Colebrook was a fei- 
low passenger with Thaw ona Maine Central 
train, and it was to this officer the fugitive, 
betrayed his identity by an indiscreet re- 
mark. Kelséa knew nothing of the reward 
offered for the capture of Thaw. Heleft the 
train at Colebrook and Thaw went on. 

Kelsea met Drew soon after he reached 
home. The officer said he had seen Thaw. 
Drew had faith in the identification. He 
scented a story, and inspired Kelsea to action 
by pointing out that the reward would be 
his if he effected a capture. 

Undeterred by the practical certainty that 
Thaw would be across the Canadian border 


* before he could be overtaken, Drew and Kel- 


sea hired an automobile and the pursuit be- 
gan. It was dark and the roads were bad, 
but they knew Thaw would have to leave 
the Maine Central at Beecher Falls and go 
ecross country to reach the Grand Trunk, 
so they pushed on. | 

Five miles out of Beecher Falls, at 2 o'clock 
in the morning, the pursuers met the livery 
driver returning. He said he had become 
suspicious of his fares and had refused to 
carry them farther. He didn’t like the idea 
of riding late at night on a lonesome road 
with strangers who seemed peculiarly 
anxious to get out of the country. Drew and 
Kelsea picked up the trail again at a near by 
farmhouse, where they léarned the fugitives 
bargained with a farmér to take them to the 


nesrest town for $9.

The searchlights of their autémobile showed

ated Press at 8:35 a. m. Realizing the ne- 
cessity of getting absolute confirmation, the 
Boston office, while taking the story from 
Mr. Drew, had set up another wire to Coati- 
cook, Canada, where Thaw was taken to 
jail, and Drew's report was not only con- 
firmed, but interviews were obtained from 
Coaticook authorities.

The positive ‘report that Thaw had been 
captured was Sent out by the Boston office 
at 9:00'a. m. It was more than an hour be- 
fore any other news association learned of 
the story except through extras issued by 
Associate Press papers. The rival associa- 
tions then wasted valuable time in efforts 
to disprove the accuracy of identifications of 
the men under arrest in the Canadian vil- 
lage. So the story of Thaw’'s capture re- 
mained exclusive a much longer time than 
other news gathering associations need have 
permitted. 

Over the second wire—an uncertain line 
routed from Coaticook to Sherbrooke, Que- 
bec, and Montreal and thence to Troy, N. ¥., 
and Boston—came the detailed story from 
Correspondent Drew and the police author- 
ities. The wire was held an hour before con- 
nection was broken, and while details were 
coming in in a disjointed manner, the news 
was traveling over the Associated Press 
wires to all sections of the United States 
and across the water. 

The first bulletin sent out by any opposi- 
tion service was dated Montreal, and it mere- 
ly stated that it was reported that Thaw had 
been arrested somewhere in the south of the 
province of Quebec. 


— 

Mr. Drew is modest and the story of hia 
exploit came not from him, but from his 
friends. He proved an oft repeated conten- 
tion of successful editors, that news instinct 
onee firmly implanted can never be uprooted. 
He received his tip at Colebrook, grasped 
the possibilities of the story, went after and 
landed it, and sent it dancing over the wires 
hours ahead of his nearest competitor. Yet 
in telephoning the story to Boston Mr. Drew 
apologized because of the fact that he is a 
lawyer and not a newspaper man. 

Mr. Drew is a member of the Democratic 
state committee, and during the administra- 
tion of Grover Cleveland he was inspector 
of customs on the frontier, He is a trustee 
of the New Hampshire state college and was 
a member of the school board at Colebrook 
for twelve years, and superintendent of 
schools for three years. He was born at 
Stewartstown, N. H., March 27, 1857. Al- 
though educated for the law, he never prac- 
ticed his profession actively, but at the same 
time he maintained a law office where many 
young men received their starts in the pro- 
fession. He has been identified with timber 
interests and real estate activities, and at 
one time be wes « deputy sheriff and a-- 
quired a reputation as an amateur detective.

From a booklet on western Canada recently 
issued by direction of W. J. Roche, minister 
of the interior, Ottawa, Canada, the follow- 
ing is taken: 


MANITOBA. 

Manitoba is noted for its wheat crops and 
has already established prestige in yields of 
oats, rye, and flax; tn some parts corn is be- 
ing grown. In certain districts good yields 
of winter wheat are reported. 

The following tables give the acreage, aver- 
age, and total yield of wheat, oats, barley, 
and flax for the last six years:

The total value of the grain crop for 1912 
is estimated at $61,250,000 by the dominion 
government, which places the average yield 
of. grains higher than the provisional returns 
which form the above table. 

In a recent report the minister of agri- 
culture for the province gave the grain crop 
at 182,867,404 bushels, exceeding that of 1911 
by 22,000,000. Potato crop yielded 10,000,000 
bushels, roots nearly 4,000,000, and cultivated 

282,241. Of poultry there was mar- 
keted 167,448 turkeys, 71,961 geese, and 770,850 
chickens. 

The dominion census bureau pleces the 
wealth of all crops for 141% at $06,000,000. 


SASKATCHEWAN. 

Saskatchewan leads all the other provinces 
in wheat production, though only a com- 
paratively small portion of its tillable area 
is under cultivation, In 1896 the area under 
wheat was 276,258 acres, in 1905 it was 910,359 
acres, in 1906 2,708,568 acres, and in 1912, or 
in four years’ time, according to dominion 
government figures, it had doubled, the area 
being 5,384,092 acres. On this there were 
grown approximately 105,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, or an average of about 21.49 bushels 
to the acre, in spite of the fact that this 
province, with the rest of the west, suffered 
from unfavorable weather condifions, The 
farmers of Saskatchewan had a successful 
year and realized about $128,000,000 for prod- 
ucts apart from field and fodder crops, which 
were valued at $13,500,000. 

Crop yields in 1912 showed an increased 
acreage and average over 1911, notwithstand- 
ing an unusual precipitation and some short- 
age of labor before and during harvest. 
Barley and flax showed.an increase; oats a 
slight decrease. Flax is a suitable first crop 
and has particular advantage to the farmer 
at some distance from the railways, as each 
load converts into a larger cash value than 
other grains. Marquis wheat, believed to 
ripen earlier than red Fife, showed an aver- 
age yield of twenty-five to thirty-five bushels 
}and in some cases forty bushels to the acre. 

Field products of Saskatchewan for a term 
of years: 
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CENTRAL ALBERTA. 


Last year crop conditions generally were 
satisfactory, with an average yield and a 
fair sample. In somegarts, owing to un- 
favorable weather, the crops did not ripen, 
but, cut on the green side, no loss was 
caused, as they were used for feeding live 
stock. 

‘The following figures were gathered from 
the reports of crop correspondents through- 
out the province and is a conservative es- 
«timate of the acreage under crop for 1912 
by provincial government returns:

The dominion government census gives 
the acreage of wheat as 1,417,000 acres, with 
average yield 21.57; oats 1,350,300 acres, 
average yield 41.30; barley 174,000 acres, 
average yield 38.05; flax 111,400 acres, aver- 
age yield 12.83. 

The average yield per acre of the 48,000 
acres of potatoes in the province was about 
212 bushels; turnips and‘ other roots, 260 
bushels. Alfalfa yielded 2% tons and sugar 
beets 7 tons.

Saskatchewan's Soil and Climate. 


Chicago.—[Forward to the Land Bureau.) 
—I would like to secure some general infor- 
mation about the province of Saskatchewan, 
Canada; its soil, climate, eto. P. 8. 

The following information descriptive of 
Saskatchewan along the line of your inquiry 
is taken from a booklet on Canada west 
issued by direction of W. J. Roche, minister 
of the interior, Ottawa, Canada: 

“ Saskatchewan, the central prairie prov- 
ince, is a huge rectangle extending from the 
49th to 60th parallel, with an area as large 
as France and twice the size of the British 
isles, all suitable for cultivation, and will 
yield the highest quality of cereals. 

“It has a land area of 155,002,480 acres and 
extends 760 miles north and south and 300 
miles east and west at the southern boun- 
dary bordering on the United States. There 
are four distinct zone divisions extending 
north and south—rolling prairie, prairie and 
woodland, forest, and the sparsely timbered 
belt. 

“ Less than 18,000,000 acres are under culti- 
vation, with a population of approximately 
500,000 thfiving, vigo:ous people; it will 
eventually have a population of millions and 
a grain production near the billion bushel 
mark. Average altitude, about 1,500 me 8 
above sea level. Its increase in population 
ten years was 440 per cent.

“In certain portions the surface is undu- 
lating, but in no case is it so hilly as to pre- 
el plowing every acré. Near some of the

' “Phe results of tests made at the experi- 
mental farm at Indian Head show a dozen 
distinct varieties of wheat, sown in mid 
April, cut in 130 days, yielding forty-three 
bush@le to the acre. Six reasons may be 
given for the exceptionally favorable condi- 
tions awaiting the grower of wheat in Sas- 
katchéwan—the soil is almost inexhaustible 
in ita fertility; the climate brings the wheat 
plant to fruition quickly; the northern lati- 
tude gives the wheat more sunshine during 
the period of growing than is furnished by 
the districts farther south; cyclones never 
occur; rust is of infrequent occurrence; in- 
sect foes are unknown.”

What Crops to Grow. 

Kewanee, Ill.—[Forward to the Land Bu- 
reau.]—I would like to obtain any informa- 
tion you may have relative to the best crops 
to grow in southern Manitoba afd something 
about the soil, prices of farm lands, etc.

An official publication written by Bruce 
Campbell for the department of agriculture 
and immigration, Winnipeg, Can., says of 
that section of the province: 

* The southern part of Manitoba is the best 
settled part of western Canada, and hes the 
appearance and characteristics of an old 
estabiished farming country. Telephone and 
electric ight plants are installed in all the 
towns and most of the villages, and the 
schools, units of the system that has been 


——— called the best public school system in the 


world, are to be found everywhere. 

“A home in western Canada, and especial- 
ly In the settled district of Manitoba, is the 
kind of a home that, once established, con- 
tinues to attract with every chord of sym- 
pathy, love, afd satisfaction. Hundreds of 
thousands of American farmers have crossed 
the northern boundary line into western Can- 
ada, and not 1,000 have ever returned. Dis- 
satisfaction with living conditions in Mani- 
toba is almost Unknown. 

“ This land of Manitoba is richer, by test 
of scientific analysis and actual farming ex- 
perience, than any other known soil under 
natural conditions of tillage. The valley of 
the Red River of the North has been famed 
too long In story, song, and history for muoh 
evidence to be needed on this score. 

“ The average annual yield of apring wheat 
on farms in Manitoba, from year to year, is 
from twenty to thirty-five bushels of wheat 
per acre, with occagional yields running to 
forty-two bushels to the acre. 

* Wheat is the standard crop of the north- 
west, and hence is used for purposes of all 
comparisons, but what this soll does for 
wheat it will also do for a multiplicity of 
other crops. Yields of flax are frequently 
mado of twenty-five bushels per acre, netting 
the farmer $50 or more per acre per year. 
Barley, oats, timothy, alfalfa, and red clover 
and all kinds of root crops are standard crops 
here. 

“ Barley yields up to @fty bushels to the 
acre; the return of oats wil) run from 890 to 
110 bushels to the acre; clovers all grow 
abundantly, and of late years the cultivation 
of corn, taken up first as an experiment, has 
now become an established factor in southern 
Manitoba crop rotations. More and more at- 
tention is being paid to fodder crops in the 
Red river valley, and for these enormous 
yields can be obtained. . 

“ The soil of the Red river valley isa thick, 
friable clay loam running from three to six 
feet in depth before the clay subsoil is 
reached. Water of the purest quality and 
ampict in quantity is found at reasonable 
depths in wells, and the rainfall is ample to 
secure good tilth and crops. The Red river 
valley is known as &@ sure crop district, the 
average rainfall being 21.34 inches per year. 
Most of this rain falls in the growing sea- 
son.” | ;

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Profitable Poulty Raisi 
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By Prof. Frederic H. Stoneburn. 


HE purely financial aspect of poultry 
keeping bulks so large in the public eye 
and is so continuously discussed by 
writers on poultry topics that certain 
other phases of it are frequently over- 

looked entirely. At this time we wish to em- 
phasize another side of the matter, and espe- 
cially call attention to the value of a flock of 
chickens as a source of recreation, a hobby 
or pastime for the busy man whose real occu- 
pation in life is an entirely different line. 

As a class, physicians seem to take much 
interest in poultry. From one of them the 
following facts were obtained for publication: 

The good doctor has a large practice; he is 
abusy man. Some years ago the strain began 
to tell upon him, and he decided that he would 
use the prescription quoted above, Unfortu- 
nately, he could not'leave his office for hours 
at a time to play a round of golf; he was tied 
to his telephone, So he secured a few chick- 
ens and began to devote considerable time 
to them. 

As his interest grew he decided to Increase 
his flock and keep nothing: but. thoroughbred 
stock. But his house lot was too limited in 
area to permit this, so he secured some ad- 
joining land upon which to develop his tiny 
poultry farm. This additional land is about 
one-third of an acre in size, and upon it all of 
the work is done. Here the adult birds are 
kept, the chicks reared, quarters provided for 
a pony, and green food raised for summer 
and winter use. 

The equipment of this tiny but profitable 
farm includes the following: 

One four pen house with large scratching 
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shed attached, one two pen house with base- 
ment for scratching room, one single pen 
house, one small brooder house with incuba- 
tor cellar below, one small granary and store- 
room, one pony shed, lamp heated incubators, 
colony brooder, fencing sufficient to inclore 
the necessary yards, 

The total cost of this eomplete equipment, 
all of which is strictly high grade, wasin the 
neighborhood of $600. > Less expensive bulld- 
ings would serve all practical purposes equa!l- 
ly' well, and so ref@luce the Investmént by a 
considerable sum, but in this case nothing but 
the best would sult, 

During the tull year, for which records 
were furnished, the following results were 
setured?: The breeding birds, all 8. C. White 
Leghorns, numbered eighty-three. The av- 
erage ¢gg production per bird was approxi- 
mately 170, about fourteen dozens each, or a 
total of 1,100 dogens in all, 

Of these eggs 455 were Incubated and 319 
chicks hatched, about 70 per cent. Chicks 
reared to market age numbered 287, over 
per cent, 183 of them being pullets. 

The financial statement is Interesting also 
The total expenditure for feed and all other 
items, excepting labor, which in this case 
yielded bountiful] returns In the way of !m- 
proved health and. greater efficiency, was 
$205.20. Returns from sales of eggs and 
poultry amotnted to $393.91. The financial 
profits, therefore, were $188.71, an average of 
$2.27 per head. 

This is a prize worth striving for ifall other 
considerations, as relaxation, recreation, 
and their influénce on one’s physical and 
mental well being, were eliminated.

lumbering, mining, etc.—but the last thought 
in the world was that it would ever become 
an agricultural section or that some of the 
finest fruits in the world would be grown 
there. 

Somd of these impressions still exist, un- 
douttcdly, but now that-the country is being 
openea up by steel highways there is coming 
@ greater enlightenment ae to the agricultur- 
al pessibilities of that great section of west- 
ern Canada. 

Peopie are beginning to learn that British 
Columbia’g climate Goes not possess all the 
terror: once credited to it through a mistun- 
Gerstanding of real conditions, but that in 
20m ports of the province it is almost ideal, 
under the moderating influence of the Japa- 
here current. 

There {is still much to know about British 
Columbia’s great natura! resources and the 
mark-ts the province affords for all the agri- 
cultural products that can be grown, as the 
agricultural development is not beginning to 
keep pace with the growth of the cities and 
towns, necessitating the importation of mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of food supplies.

Adgricultural Possibilities Overlooked. 


Fiom Official Bulletin No. 10—“ Agriculture 
in British Columbia "published by author- 
ity of the legislative assembly of the prov- 
ince. the following facts andfigures are taken 
verbatim: 

Gold was the lodestone which first attracted 
attention to British Columbia; next the fame 
of its forest and fisheries spread, and lumber- : 
ing and salmon fishing assumed the impor- 
tance of great industries. The agricultural 
possibilities were overlooked or ignored by 
the miner, lumberman, and fisherman, and 
for many years the world at large was igno- 
rant of their existence. The opening of the 
country by the trunk line and branches of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, however, disclosed 
the fact that the agricultural and pastoral 
lends of British Columbia are not the least 
valuable of its assets, and that they are not 
corfined to a small proportion of the total 
acreage. Prof. Macoun, after careful per- 
sonal investigation, says: 3 

“The whole of British Columbia, south of 
52 degrees and east of the coast range, is a 

giazing country up to 8,500 feet, and a farming 
country up to 2,500 feet, where irrigation is 


rossibie.”’ 

This is a most important statement, and its 
truth.is being confirmed by the practical ex- 
perience of settlers who have ests blished 
themselves in the country.

Tt: is an axiom in trade that “ there is no 
market like the home market,” and in this 
respect British Columbia. is singularly 
blessed, for there is no country in the world 
which offers such exceptional! advantages in 
the way of markets for farm products. The 
mining and logging camps, with which the 
whole country is dotted, employing thou- 
sands of men; the numerous working mints 
and smelters, with their large staffs of em- 
ployés; the railways, operating and under 
construction, and the lake and river steam- 
ers are all liberal patrons of the farmer at 
prices unaffected by competition, for tm- 
ported articles do not disturb local trade, 
and in every case home products are pre- 
ferred to those from abroad. 

The established cities and towns and the 
new ones which are constantly springing up, 


“with, the opening of new mintes and the es- 


tablishMent of new industries, afford splen- 
did markets to the farmer, who deals di- 
rectly with the customer or retailer for 
cash—the trading system in vogue in older 
countries being practically unknown. 
Fruits and early vegetables not disposed 
of locally find an unlimited market east of 


.the Rocky mountains end in the coast cities 


of the province. Eggs, butter,’ milk, and 
cream are always at a premium, the local 
production falling far short of supplying the 
demand. In many towns fresh milk is hard 
to get, and it is unknown in the mining, lum- 
bering, and railway camps, w «te the im- 
ported condensed substitute is used.

The year’s importations of fresh meats, in- 
cluding bacon and ham. mutton and lamb, 
pork and lard, total $1,260,091, while beef cat- 
tle, sheep, and swine were imported to the 
value of $1,260,510. Here again is an indus- 
try which farmers of this province would do 
well to pay more attention to. 


In the last year there has been a notica- 
able increase in the consuming capacity of 
prairie markets, due mainly to increased 
population, and also to the fact that a late 
and wet season there furnished an unusually 
favorable market for early vegetables. 

There has also been an increased demand 
for British Columbia apples from Australian 
houses, and for fruits and vegetables from 
coast markets: The home markets, how- 
ever, fall far short of being supplied, and in 
the year 1911 the province imported the fol- 
lowing fruits and fruit products, etc.: 


No Fear of Overproduction. 

The tmportation of apples may be partly 
accounted for by the demand in the early 
spring and summer months, when no home 
Brown stock is available, which has to be 
supplied from New Zealand ‘and Australia. 
The “other fruits” represent the berries 
and early fruits grown in California and 
brought in before the local fruits have ma- 
tured. The jams, jellies, and canned fruit, 
however, should and will be produced in 
the province as the fruit industry develops, 
and imgood time aj the other products of the 


“ranch, farm, dairy, and orchard, of which the 


province now imports such large quantities 
annually, will Be won from the fertile val- 
leys and hilisides of British Columbia. There 
is no fear of overproduotion in any branch 
of agriculture, for in the future, as in the 
past. the farmera.will not be able to supply 


the ever-increasing demand created by the 
march of industry. 

In 1911, for the first time in the history of 
the province, the value of live stock, dairy, 
and other agricultural products produced 
in British Columbia exceeded the combined 
value of similar imports from all other 
points, the surplus being the handsome one 
of $6,138,039, or 29.4 per cent over the figures 
for 1910.

While on the subject of home markets at- 
tention may be eglied to the fact that over 
oO per cent of the fruit shipped by freight 
over the Canadian Pacific railway is con- 
signed to points within the proyince. 

There is, therefore, practically.no risk to 
the farmer in settling in British Columbia. 
His market is at his door and will he for many 
years, and he can confidently assure himself 
of such prices for his produce as will give 
him a comfortable living and enable him te 
lay by a “ nest egg’ every year, in antici- 
pation of his old age. If he is possessed of 
sufficient capital te start on a comfortable 
scale, he should become independent and well 
to do in a few years. Even with limited 
means there are no difficulties in the way 
which may not be surmounted by industry 
and perseverance. 

To the man of small capital poultry keep- 
ing and mixed farming afford the most prom- 
ising means of making a comfortable liveli- 
hood in British Columbia. Poultry may with 
advantage be kept by those engaging in fruit 


growing and prove a valuable adjunct to the 
orchard by keeping down pests and fertiliz-— 
proving a material’ 


ing the ground; also 
source of income while the trees are coming 
into bearing. To engage exclusively in fruit 
growing one is obliged to provide for the 
period from the setting out of the trees till 
they come into bearing, thus requiring an 
income from other sources, while in mixed 
farming returns may be counted on from the 
start, 

A few acres planted in small fruits, early 
vegetables, potatves, carrots, onions, cab- 
bages, etc., with fowls, some cows and pigs, 
will give a man an assured income the frst 
Leason, and will not interfere with his plant- 
ing a variety of fruit trees, which will -be- 
come profitabie later. 

Another advantage of mixed farming is 
the fact that a man and his family can at- 
tend to the work, Which occuples them pleas- 
antly the year round, while . the sbeciat 
farmer, with but one crop to depend upon, 
has to cultivate a larger area and hire help 
during the short periods of seeding and hary- 
est, and has nothing to occupy his time the 
remainder of the year. Large farms and 
specialties in agriculture should only be 
attempted by men of sufficient meang to tide 
over long periods of unproductive idleness. 


WING to the libegal grants made by 
the dominion government to the vari- 
ous provinces, taxation in western 
Canada is extremely low. The reve- 
nue of the domifiton is raised entirely 

' through a low tariff.on imports and excise 
duties, and no direct tax of any sort ts levied. 
The prairie provinces ave practically adopt- 
ed the “‘ single tax ’’ system for the creation 
of provincial revenue. 

Ma:uitoba.—Under the municipal assessment 
act all buildings, improvements, equipment, 
live stock, etc., are exempt from taxation in 
rurai districts. This brings farm property 
down to a straight “ single tax” basis, the 
land enly being assessable, and only on the 
Same valuation as adjoining unimproved 
lands of the same class. In other respects, 
the burden of taxation is, as far ae possible, 
removed from the shoulders of the farmer. 

Saskatchewan.—Asa result of its autonomy 
terms Saskatchewan, as a province, occupies 
the unique position of being able to conduct 
its provincial affains without having to resort 
to what is generally known as direct taxation. 
The only tax callected by the provincial gov- 
ernnhient is th@t for educational purposes, 
and this tax, ich is terthed “* supplement- 
ary revenue,’~has been of incalculable as- 
sistance to new and struggling school dis- 
tricts in rurafareas, averages about 6.6 mills 
in town distriets and from 5 to 6 mills fn rural 
districts, the rate differing in different dis- 
tricts according to local expansion, extent 
of ratable territory, and type of schools 
erected. 

The municipal laws form a strong induce- 
ment .0 the intending settler. The taxes for 
municipal purposes are low, the average as- 
sessment per acre being, in small local im- 
provement districts, about 4 cents per acre, 
while the maximum assessment which an be 
levied is 5 cents per acre. In rural municl- 
palitic# the average assessment is Scents per 
acre, and the maximum which can be levied 
is 06% Cents Yer acre. 

The rural municipalities, which are com- 
pris-@ each of nine townships, except where 
natural boundaries necessitate a modifica- 
tion, have power to borrow by debenture to 
carry out permanent improvements, and the 
indebtedness thus incurred may be spread 
ovér a period of twenty years. Ae a safe- 
guard against extravagance, the borrowing 
pawers of a municipality are limited to $3,-v0 
per township, and a debenture cannot bear 
a greater rate of interest thaan 8 per cent. 

* 
Rural Tax Based on Land. 


Alberta.—-The rural taxation system of Al- 
berta is based entirely on theland. Improve- 

ents, live stock, chattels or personal prop- 
‘erty of any kind are exempt absolutely. The 

“province pays a large share of the cost of 

education and public works, and, as it derives 
its principal revenue from the federal govern- 
ment by annual per capita grant, it is un- 
necessary to levy any considerable local 
taxes. As soon as a parcel of land passes 
into individual ownership, the same becomes 
liable for local improvement and general 
provincial educational taxes, which, when 
levied by the government will not exceed 
a total of 2% cents an acre If, however. 
the district on which this land is situated is 
made into a school district or local improve- 
ment district, or both, a tax may be levied 
up to a rate of lb cents peracre, The maxi- 
mum tax that may be levied under the edu- 
cational tax act being 10 cents per acre, and 
under the local improvement act, 5 cents per 
acre, thus making the total of 15 cents per 
acre. These rates are, of course, subject to 
change by the provincial government should 
it be found advisable. 

British Columbla.—Outside of incorporated 
municipalities, all taxes are imposed and col- 
lected directly by the provincial government 
and form part of the consolidated revenues 
of the provinoe, which are expended In public 
improvements, roads, trails, wharves, 
bridges, ete., and in the administration of 
justice, and assisting in maintaining schools 
The rates Imposed by the last assessment act 


are as follows:

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New York Tries Opera in English and the Public Likes It. 


By Glenn Dillard Gunn. 


EW YORK has begun the most impor- 
dant experiment in its musical his- 
tory with reaults which even the un- 
favorably disposed admit should be 
farreaching. It is an experiment 

shortly to be tried in less ambitious and con- 
elusive form in Chicago. Music lovers of 
this city, therefore, will be interested to 
learn the results of New York's first week 
ef opera in English under patronage guffi- 
ciently impressive, socially and financially, 
te insure it the attention of the public and 
the press. The new Century opere began 
its thirty-five weeks of opera in the vernac- 
ular last Monday evening at the Century 
theater with a performance of “ Alda ”’ that 
achieved the complete approval of the public 
and wrung some faint hearted praise from 


the critics.

With the details of that performance the 
readers of these columns need have slignt 
concern. But each successive trial.of the 
English language in important operatic per- 
formances should interest-every one who be- 
eves in the musical future of thie country. 
Im this instance the verdict seems to have 
been favorable where the critic had the cour- 
age to render e conclusive opinion. Thus the 
musical editor of the Times somewhat tim- 
idly submits the following decision: 

“The fact that the performance was in 
Bnglish was more vividly brought to public 
realization than hes been the case in such 
performances in recent years. The size and 


acoustic qualities of the house, which ap- 
peared more favorable to the purely musical 
results than ever before, assist in the seizing 
and comprehension of the English words. 
There was an evident effort at clear enunciae- 


tion, and the effect was on the whole to

I was in Milan with a party of English 
friends dining at a railway restaurant. Vur 
waiter spoke no language but his own. 
When the moment came to pay and rush 
to our train we were unable to make him 
understand that we wanted, not one bill but 
twenty-four separate ones. My friends in- 
sisted that I must know Italian. I racked 
my memory for chips of the language of 
Dante, in vain. All of a sudden a line from 
‘The Huguenots’ flashed to my brain:

English Artist Visiting Here 
May Paint Illinois Cornfields. 
By Mme. X. 


AST is east and west is west,” 
sang Rudyard Kipling in an in- 
spired moment (the rest of the 
quotation does not fit just here, so 
it will be omitted). But the pro- 
found truth underlying the first part of Kip- 
ling’s remark is the reason so many western- 
ers go east for their summer outings, while 
Groves of easterners go west for their win- 
ter junkets. If east were west, or vice versa, 
there would be no object in leaving home. 
What we like is the differences that mark 
localities. 

So when this column was feasting—for 
even columns must be fed—at the Touraine in 
Boston in company with a party of Chicago- 
ans returning from Canadian wilds, and 
partook of “‘ scrod ” for the firat time, it was 
an occasion for investigation. These facts 
were learned: If you claim to be a New 
Iungiander and know not scrod your claim 
is disproved. If you are not a New Eng- 
lander and yet know scrod you are head and 
shoulders above the vast, unfortunate horde 
of non-New Englanders. 

Technically speaking. scrod is young cod, 
split, boned, and broiled skin side to the 
fire. But scrodded fish may be young had- 
dock or other young, not too oily, fish simi- 
larly treated. The Century dictionary errs 
in the culinary part of its definition. It gives 
the derivation as coming from the Anglo- 
Saxon word “ scre-ardon” and from the 
middle Dutch “ schrooden,”’ to shred. It is 
a delectable dish and one to be ranked with 
clam chowder, baked beans, Boston brown 
bread, and codfish balls. 
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Meets Glyn Philpot, Artist. 

But scrod was far from being the summit 
of sensation, the apex of experience in a 
fortnight’s wandering. To jump from—will 
Y hurt New England's feelings if I say t2 
jump from the ridiculous to the sublime?— 
the real event in this two weeks’ stroll was 
meeting in a small house party on Lake 
Champlain the most noted English artist of 
the day, the man whose pictures have at- 
tracted an almost unprecedented amount of 
attention, innumeraMe columns of com- 
ments from art critics in the English and 
continental papers, the art sensation of the 
moment, yet who is almost unknown and 
unheralded in this country—namely: Glyr 
Philpot {no, he is no relation to the writer, 
Eden Phillpotts}. , 

Glyn Philpot is young, being barely 80 
years of age. His English father and Span- 
ish mother are each clearly to be traced in 
his appearance, which is both attractive and 
remarkable—a not usual combination. Heis 
rather above medium he'ght, well set up. 
with a finely modeled head, much after tne 
type of the early portraits of Shelley and By- 
ron. His Spanish blood speaks in his rich 
coloring and striking dark eyes, large, heavy 
Hdded, with very long, thick loshes. Lis 
rather long face is smooth sha‘en.+ The 
mouth is not small, but well shaped, with 
fine white teeth. His close cut dark hair has 
a curious golden sheen, a burnish given it by 
the sun during a recent sojourn at the Lido 
near Venice. 

He is not afraid to look the artist when in 
the country, and wears a most becoming an1 
effective sublimation of the skirt worn by 
Venetian gondoliers, open throated, with 
soft, flaring collar turned back over the coat. 
In evening dress, however, he is the entirely 
conventional young Briton. His manner is 
quiet, with a tranquil poise about it that is 
very refreshing in this country of ener- 
getic social intercourse. 

He has a not too strenuous sense of bu- 
mor and talks well, though not much, He 
has a rich, well modulated speaking Voice, 
and a fine baritone for singing. In fact, ne 
has at times thought of giving up paintirg 
for @ career as a singer. 
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Visits America for Pleasure. 

Giyn Philpot has not come to this country 
Professionaliy, but purely for pleasure. Al! 
of the younger element of artiste and literary 
men in London nowadays are keen about 
America. Our prosperity, materia! devel- 
opment, spaciousness, and aggressive alert- 
meas all allure them. 

Added to this with Glyn Philpot ts a great 
adm! @ ‘on for the negro from the painter's 
point of wiew. The most striking thing at 
last spring’s Academy in London was a 
painting of his of an Ethiopian in a gorgeous 
coat that came out of Sargent’s studio. Mr. 
Philpot’s forte is color, though as a drafts- 
man he is not to be overlooked, 

In London, though he is much sought after 
socialiy, he is very inaccagsible, being quite 
indifierent to the lure of the beaumonde. 
While not as fanatically retiring as Arnold 
Bennett's hero, Priam Far!!, he somewhat re- 
zembies him both in the esteem in which he 
is held by his contemporaries and by h'‘s 
indifference to this appreciation. 

Philpot, Nicholson, Pryde; and Orpen are 
the four foremost artists of their day in 
England at the moment. Pryde is the oldest 
of the quartet, being a good deal over WO 
and having had a long, hard struggle. His 
recognition comes largely from his brother 
artists, these younger men, who look on 
him as the source of much of their inspira- 
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of his in the post-fmpressionist-cubist ex- 
hibit last sp: ing in Chicago: a street scene it 
was, in an old Italian city; tall, slim, and 
grisly buildings, a narrow, deserted street, 
white moonlight and black shadows, and an 
atmosphere of lurking immanent tragedy— 
not imminent tragedy, but something abid- 
ing and indestructible. George Forter 
bought the picture. 

There was a painting of Pryde that at- 
tracted much attention at a London exhibit 
last epring. It was entitied “‘ Death.”’ 
Pryde inclines to strong, perpendicular ef- 
fects, so his presented a high cellinged room 
full of shadows, with a very high four 
poster bed. Tall, narrow doors and windows 
were indicated in the twilight. At the foot of 
the bed lay a dimly @efined figure, huddled, 
grim, helpless,, most evidently dead, while 
vaguely outiined in the dusky gloom of 4 
remote corner of the room was a shadowy 
something vanishing through a door. There 
was an intangible quality in the picture that 
arrested and held the attention of the sa- 
pient. Pryde is one of those who long to 
come to this country. Next summer may 
see him over here.

Given Fine First Impression, 

Harrington Mann, John Lavery, Wells, 
Galsworthy, and Arnoid Bennett have ali 
taken back reports of us and our customs 
and manners which attract their fellow 
craftsmen. I can’t say that their comments 
are always flattering.

Philpot was fortunate in having almost 
his first impressions here formed in one of 
the most beautiful localities east of the Rocky 
mountains—namely: the country lying on 
the east shore of Lake Champlain, south of 
Burlington. 

On the one hand are the Green mountains, 
serene and verdant, while to the west across 
the lake the Adirondack chain, more abrupt 
and tumultuous, rises ridge after ridge to 
remote blue peaks. The home where Mr. 
Philpot was a guest is a quaint old colonial 
house, built over a century ago and fur- 
nished in character with delightful antiqve 
mahogany furniture. Two miles from the 
nearest railway station, with no clamorous 
trolley within driving distance, lit only by 
lamps and candles,\the place has an at- 
mosphere of ‘caim and leisure hard to match 
in these strenuous times. Mr. Philpot's 
hostess is one of the best known and most 
popular of Chicago's younger society women.

From this Vermont home, the English 
artist went to visit at a country house quite 
as characteristically American as the old 
colonial mansion, yet of an utterly different 
type.

Here Mr. Philpot found himself in 
a charming Georgian residence, filled with 
medizeval treasures from Italy, France and 
England and set in formal gardens most 
beautifully laid out, while beyond this exotic 
house and gardens the broad, flat, fertile corn 
fields of Illinois roll away in every direc- 
tion to the very horizon. 

It ig these sky bound expanses of rustling 
corn that, I venture to say, will interest Glyn 
Philpot more than his host's beautiful house 
and charming terraces if, as he says, he 
came in search of large dimensions, spacious- 
ness of earth and sky. 

He. has now gone to California to viait a 
brother recently married and living near 
Los Angeles. After a trip through the west, 
Mr. Philpot will return to Chicago and will 
probably paint a portrait of Samuel Aller- 
ton for some public institution or club—I 
have forgotten which.

Visit of Educational Value. 

“I do not think that Mrs. Pankhurst’s 
visit will harm the cause,” said Mrs. Grace 
Wilbur Trout, president of the Illinois Equal 
Suffrage association. “‘ It may do good. for it 
will afford her an opportunity to explain why 
she has continued with her militant meth- 
ods in the face of failure. She may be able 
to remove someof the prejudice which the 
American people feel for her organization. 
First hand knowledge is always best, so that 
I feel her visit will undoubtedly be of great 
educational value. 

“If the Illinois Bqual Suffrage association 
should give a reception or banquet in honor 
of Mrs. Pankhurst it should not be taken as 
an indorsement of militant methods ap- 
proved by her, but as a courtesy to a great 
and noble woman who has given many years 
of her life to the cause and whohas made in- 
numerable sacrifices for it.’' , 

It is generally understood that an invita- 
tion to a public function if extended to Mrs. 
Pankhurst by the Illinois association, will 
be sent only after the matter has been thor- 
oughly thrashed out by the state board, per- 
haps with some showing of antagonism on 
the part of some of the members. 

The sensible solution of the whole difficulty 
eccurred to Mrs. McCulloch, a woman who 
has had to solve difficult suffrage problems 
for many years, for she is one of the pioneer 
workers in Illinois; Mrs. Ella S. Stewart, 
president of the state association for nine 
years, and Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, the presi- 
dent of the National American Woman's 
Suffrage association. That solution is to fol- 
low Mrs. Pankhurst’s own example and leave 
her alone. Neither she nor her organization 
ever gave a dinner to a visiting American 
esuffragist in England. She has, of course, 
had plenty of opportunities. But the Pank- 
hurst association alone among the English 
organizations has never extended a single 
courtesy to an American leader; not even to 
Mra. Carrie Chapman Catt, the president of 
the International Suffrage association.

MPEROR WILLIAM when he sees fit 
can be most winning. To. such an 
extent is this the case, that the lead- 
ing statesmen of foreign nations dread 
meetings of their own sovereigns with 

him. They never feel quite sure whether or 
not he will charm their monarchs into agree- 
ments, pledges, and concessions detrimental 
in their eyes to the interests of their nation. 

At St. Petersburg and at Rome sentiments 
of this nature prevail, and on each occasion 
when Czar Nicholas is brotight into contact 
with the kaiser there are misgivings on the 
banks of the Neva, which have sometimes 
been justified. 

It is this remarkable gift of William in 
being able to fascinate those whose good will 
and liking he desires to attract, that undoubt- 
edly led King Constantine to make so ter- 
ribly indiscreet a speech during his recent 
visit to Berlin—a speech which has excited 
much resentment in France, and, what is 


still more serious for him, intense irritation in 


Greece, where his utterances have been re- 
pudiated by his masterful prime minister, 
Venezelos, by his leading statesmen. by the 
principal commanders of the army, by the 
press, and by politicians of every shade. 

Moved by the kaiser’s praise of’ his vic- 
tories, in the presence of the assembled com- 
manders of the German army, King Constan- 
tine seems to have lost his head. For he de- 
liberately ascribed the successes won by his 
army to the teachings and training that his 
officers had received in Germany, and from 
German instructors. 

Now, every one knows that the reorganiza- 
tion and instruction of the Greek army dur- 
ing the last three or four years has been ex- 
clusively due to the French gererel, Bydoux, 
and to his large delegation of French officers 
of every arm, who had been loaned by the 
war department at Paris to Greece for the 
purpose at the request of the late King 
George. 

The splendid showing of the Greek army 
has been wholly attributable to the good 
work accomplished by these French officers 
in the way of training, drill, organization, 
and rearmament. The Greek army and the 
Greek nation thoroughly realize and ac- 
knowledge this, and are extremely grateful 
to the French officers for having thus ena- 
bled them to repair the disastrous and hu- 
miliating defeats which they sustained dur- 
ing the war with Turkey some seventeen 
years ago. 

That King Constantine should have given 
public utterance to sentiments so entirely 
opposed to those of his ministers, of his army, 
and of his people has created the utmost in- 
dignation throughout Greece, it is said. 

Gen. Bydoux, the French teacher of the 
Greek army, is a lynx eyed, active Gascon, 
sober in eating and drinking, an early riser, 
wiry, indefatigable; at once a man of theory 
and of action, to exercise a master’s eye and 
to put up with no abuse. The artillery fur- 
nished to Greece by France under his direc- 
tion proved all that ho expected. 

The German officérs who trained the Turk- 
ish army under the direction of the Prussiar 
field marshal, Von der Goltz, could not afford 
to be so exacting either in the training of the 
Ottoman officers or in passing the quality of 
the war material supplied to the sublime 
porte by the Krupps and other great German 
concerns of the same kind. 

Gen. Eydoux hag not only managed to win 
the profound respéct of the Greeks, but has 
also established ties of kinsmanship with 
many of their leading families, by marrying 
his son, a clever young lawyer, to Mile. 
Marika Papadiamantopoulo, a cousin of

Jean Moreas, the great national poet of 
Greece. Her grandfather was senior aid de 
camp general of King George, her great 
uncle his military secretary, her father, a 
colonel of engineers, was military tutor and 
governor of King Constantine's younger 
brothers. 

One of her cousins mapped out for the 
general staff the entire Balkan peninsula, 
with an accuracy that has been asa lamp 
to the feet on a dark night, in the two recent 
wars. 

The marriage took place at Athens, at the 
residence, not of the bride, but of Gen. 
Eydoux, and was attended by everybody of 
any eminence in the Hellenic world. 

The Institute of France has now opened to 
the public the new ‘“Jacquemart-Andre” 
musem, on the Boulevard Haussmann, in 
Paris; and, crowded as it is with wonderful 
treasures of art, it may be commended to 
those from the new world visiting the 
French metropolis. 

The Institute of France has come in for 
an immense amount of criticism, both In 
France and abroad, for accepting the bequest 
of the late Mme. Andre's possessions, even 
though the public has benefited thereby. 

Mme. André left the whole of her vast 
property, including her mansion in Paris, 
and chateau and estates, comprising Ermen- 
onville, to the Institute of France. It was 
generally expected that notwithstanding the 
value, artistic, historic and monetary, of the 
property, the bequest would have been re- 
fused, owing to the unsavory reputation of 
the testatrix. That the Institute of France 
should accept it was regarded as incon- 
sistent with its dignity. 

Mme. André figures in many a novel, espe- 
cially in Alphonse Daudet’s “‘Nabob,” as the 
sculptress, and friend of the first Duc de 
Morny. 

The natural daughter of an engraver of 
the name of Jacquemart, and of an Ameri- 
can saleswoman, her name was associated 
with that of many notable men of the second 
empire, and of the first decades of the pres- 
ent republic, until she finally enslaved and 
secured the hand of the late Edouard André, 
an hereditary partner of the great banking 
house of André fn Paris. 

He broke wholly away from the straitlaced 
traditions of his family when he married 
Nellie Jacquemart; while the role of the 
woman was’ made doubly atrocious, since 
she sold herself thus to a man whose face 
was frightfully disfigured. He fairly adored 
her, and left her all his immense wealth. 

But widowhood did not improve her con- 
duct, and those who wish for a Rabelaisian 
story of the last twenty years of her life 
should consult the extraordinary account 
thereof, published at the time of her death, 
in London Truth, by its veteran Paris cor- 
respondent, Mrs. Emily Crawford. 

Mme. André was ostracised by everyone, 
save those who had something to obtain from 
her, not only on account of her antecedents, 
but also because of her misbehavior. Her 
arrogance, after André’s death had made 
her one of the richest women in France, was 
altogether intolerable, and the affronts to 
which she subjected persons unscrupulous or 
foolish enough to accept her hospitality 


were almost beyond belief. 


The chateau of Ermenonville, which in- 
cludes the tomb of Jean Jacques Rousseau, 
was built on the site of an older chateau, 
by the Marquis René de Girardin, who laid 
out the grounds in the style of an English 
park. He was Rousseau’s last and best 
friend, and it was at Ermenonville that 
Rousseau found refuge in his last days, and 
where he died.

Early Sermon Here Eloquent. 

* Leaving school, he returned to the prac- 
tical work of the ministry and was appointed 
to the Sugar creek circuit, near Franklin, 
Pa. At the close of 1856 De moved te ?7owa 
and became connected with the Iowa confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal church. 
There he remained until 1860, when he was 
transferred to the Hock River conference 
and was appointed to the Park Avenue Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in Chicago. 

“I was then a member of the board of 
trustees of the Park avenue church. During 
a visit of Dr. Thomas to my home | told 
Dr. Bayliss, who was then our minister, that 
I had a country minister visiting me and 
that I thought he would preach for him if 
invited. I knew his opinion of country 
preachers, but he looked at me quigzically 
and said that he would invite any one I 
recommended. 

“ The official members of the church spread 
the news and on Sunday morning the eudi- 
ence was larger than usual. The evening au- 
dience packed the house. And when I asked 
Dr. Bayliss his opinion of the ‘ country 
preacher ’ he said, ‘ There are few men living 
who can preach such a sermon as he de- 
livered,’ 

* The official board at once made applica- 
tion to have Dr. Thomas transferred, but to 
gct him was more of a task than we had 
counted on and but for the fact that 1 was 
personally acquainted with Bishop Thomp- 
son, whom I had known as a teacher in my 
college days and who was then presiding over 
the Iowa conference, Dr. Thomas probably 
would not have been transferred to Chicago 
at that time,”

First Downtown Service. 

During the next eleven years Dr. Thomas 
occupied a Methodist pulpit in Chicagy. In 
1880 hé held his first downtown service in 
Hooley’s (Powers') theater, and in 1886 held 
his first service in McVicker’s, where he con- 
tinued to serve the People’s church until 
1902, when falling health compelled retire- 
ment. He died on Aug. 12, 1£U0, in Florida, 
the funeral services being at Abraham Lin- 
coln center, Chicago. In the last few years 
of his life Dr. Thomas, while on visits to 
the home of Dr. Eberhard, preached on sev- 
eral occasions in the Chicago Lawn Congre- 
gational church, now named for him.

Yet one might think from the appear- 
ance of some teeth that they were value- 
less possessions.

A United States army surgeon recently said: “ Proper 
@are of the teeth is one @f the most important of all 
measures taken for the protection of the human body, 
and failure to givé them care is, in my judgment, the 
direct cause of more disease in the human family than 


any other single cause.” 
There has long been a disposition to regard the 


‘mouth and its condition as a matter of no consequence 


in its relation to the health and beauty of the body. 
This is wrong. The mouth is the gateway to nutri- 


‘tion—the avenue through which must pass all the foo 
§pen which depend the nourishment of the body and 


the maintenance of hea!th, 
People know almost nothing about the proper care of 


their mouths and teeth. Nor do they realize that most 
' of the dental ills of mankind are to a considerable ex- 


tent preventable ills and that the power to prevent 


these is theirs. 
Just how far the decay of the teeth can be prevented 


it is impossible to say. There is one thing, however, 
Which may be regarded as axiomatio—the cleaner the 
Mouth the less subject will the teeth be to decay. 


* 
Wrong Brushing Injures Gums. 


Few people keep their mouths as clean as they 
theuld. Not because In many instances they do not 
tlean them often enough, but because it is improperly 
, dene. 

Many people still brush their teeth crosswise (from 
. to side) and think if the outer surfaces have been 
thus briishea they have done their whole duty. They 
forget that there are other surfaces of the teeth or 
hat the gums and tongue are equally in need of at- 
tention. 

‘It is this cross brushing of the teeth that is respon~

On their exter- 
a! surfaces they should be brushed up and down, al- 
lowing the brush to pass as far on to the gums as the

teeth are brushed throughout their entire length, | 
and the gums are — and hardened without in- 
jury. 

The mouth should n xt be opened and the grinding 
surfaces of the teeth vigorously scrubbed, especial care 
being given to those in the back part of the mouth. 
Then by tilting the brush thoroughly brush the inside 
surfaces, again carrying the brush well up and down 
on the gums. 

After meals remove from the teeth with dental floss, 
a soft ofangewood or quill toothpick food that may 
have lodged there, and where possible wash the mouth 
with warm water. 

The passing of dental fioss back and forth between 
the teeth at least once a day is desirable. Care showld 
be observed, however, not to injure the gums by mak- 
ing them bieed. 

A mouthful of magnesia taken every night before re- 
tiring, allowing it to penetrate into every nook and 
cranny of the mouth, will correct any tendency to acid- 
ity and prevent the decay which comes from chemical 


decom positiva.

Simple Formula for Powder. 

A noted medical writer advises an occasional cleans- 
ing of the teeth with common salt. The gums should 
also be rubbed. Do not allow tartar to acoumulate 
upon the teeth, as its effects are disastrous. 

Avoid exposing the teeth to extremes of temperature.

Hot and cold substances have a tendency to ¢rack the 
enamel. Never use a metal instrument of any kind in 


‘the mouth. Never bite thread or crack nuts with the 


teeth. 

A good and simple formula for tooth powder is made 
up of equal parts of precipitated chalk and powdered 
orris root, Teo this may be added any flavoring essence 
that may be desired. The orris root will impart a deli- 


, Cate fragrance to the breath. 


Medicines that injure the teeth are the liquid prep- 
arations of iron and the mineral acids. Such medicines 
should always be taken through a glass tube. 

- Powdered pumice stone used once in a while only is 
excellent for removing stains. 

Lime water—e tablespounfui in a glass of milk of 
water—contributes to the strength of the teeth. In 
the blue grass region of Kentucky and in West Vir- 
ginia and in middle Tennessee the soll is so strongly 
impregnated with lime that the water and the vegeta- 
tion supply this element to both people and live stook, 
to the corresponding advantage of their bony struc- 
tures.

Gums Not Made’for Exhibition. 


Not only the appearance of the teeth counts in the 
sum total of beauty, but also the manner of exposing 
them. Gums were not made for exhibition, and the girl 
who smiles so carelessly that she raises her upper lip 
nearly to Its attachment needs to study before the mir- 
ror till she can smile without making her friends think 
of a savage. 

The care of the teath can never be taken in hand at 
too early an age. Neglect in infant days does not hold 
as an excuse for us in later years. The codperation of 
the family dentist should be sought not simply fér the 
treatment and repair of dental ils long neglected, but 
for that higher and more valuable service—prevention 
of dental ills. 

When @ child‘is 5 or 6 years old it should be taken 
to the dentist so that its teeth may be examined. 
Crooked teeth are common, due largely to insufficient 
exercise of the jaws, premature loss of temporary 
teeth, adenoids, mouth breathing, and thumb sucking. 
Such teeth are unsightly, apt to decay, inefficient in 
mastication, interfere with the proper development of 
the air passages, and often make perfect enunciation 
impossible. For these reasons they should be straight- 
ened when the child is young. 

Under no cir¢umstancés should a child be allowed to 
suck its thumb nor should it be given rubber “ paci- 
fiers.” Not only are germs introduced into the mouth 
this way, but the pacifiers are apt to force the teeth 
and jaws out of normal relations, causing a permanent 
Gisfigurement of mouth, teeth, and face

Preparing Lime Water. 

Vigilant care for the scrupulous cleanliness of the 
child’s teeth should begin as soon as the first tiny 
pearis cut through the tender gums and should be con- 
tinued by mother or nurse till the child is old enough 
to feel a pride in caring for them itself. 

In the formative years of childhood bonemaking 
foods are needed. Where a lack of it is recognized by 
the frail nature of the teeth, in addition to a reform in 
diet and the substitution of gluten and whole wheat 
breads and the cereal foods for cakes, white bread, 
and sweets, sirup of lacto-phosphate of lime can be 
given with advantage. 

There are many medicinal preparations of phosphates 
which are more or less beneficial in this condition. But 
some physicians who have experimented with all of 
them think they obtain equally as good results by the 
use of simple lime water, which ig easily prepared at 
home. 

Put @ teacupful of clean, unslaked lime in a pitcher 
and pour over it two quarts of water, stirring thor- 
oughly until it looks like milk. Let it stand until the 
water geems quite clear. Then pour it off and Gli the 
pitcher again with pure water, if possible filtered. Stir 
thoroughly, tie a piece of muslin over the pitcher to 
prevent Gust from falling into it, and let it stand until 
the water is clear; then carefully decant the clear por- 
tion Into glass stoppered bottles. 

After eating acid fruits, which attack the enamel 


and render the teeth sensitive, the mouth should be 
rinsed with lime water. And at any time when the 
teeth are affected by acids, either from:food, medicines 
or disordered secretions, this can be counteracted by 
rubbing precipitated chalk round the necks of the teeth 
and between them. 

Remember: The teeth should be recognized for what 
they are—invaluable adjuncts to both beauty and 
health. Consequently no pains are too great te secure 
this advantage. 


ANSWERS TO INQUIRIES. 


T. R.: High collars. will invariably cause unfortu- 
nate and beauty destroying creases and discolorations 
on fair throats. The first need is to discard the un- 
yielding neckwear. At night the neck must be bathed 
with warm water and pure soap, the surface being 
massaged afterward for five or ten minutes with or- 
ange flower skin food. One reason fap the digcolora- 
tion is that the snug collar keeps the air from the 
threat. 


MARGARET M.: From th ription you give of 
the spots I think they are livéy spots. For liver spots 
on the face a teaspoonful of best olive oil taken every 
morning half an hour before breakfast and the same 
quantity half an hour after the latest meal of the 
day will be found effective if you will only persist in 
the treatment. In a few months this will excite your 
liver to proper action, clear your skin, and otherwise 
improve your health. The unsweetened juice of a 
lemon in a glass of water every morning before break- 
fast is also beneficial for this purpose. Drink plenty 
of cool, not iced, water between meals. Never eat hot 
bread, rich pastries, nor sauces. Eat plenty of fruits 
and vegetables that do rot contain much starch Walk 
at least three miles a day and take deep breathing ex- 
ercises night and morning.

“My husband took a traveling position 
several years ago, and as I had no family, 
I found myself with more time on my hands 
than I knew what to do with, I read a great 
deal. But I soon became discontented, and 
unhappy, and nervous. I really suffered from 
what physicians call neurasthenia. Every 
one told me that I needed diversion, some- 
thing that would keep my mind occupied, 
as well as my fingers. I stud‘ed over the 
matter and tried to ferret out what I could 
do that would not only bepleasant but profit- 
able as well. While I did all of my own sew- 
ing and millinery work and loads of other 
things, and knew there was a demand for 
good needlework, I still felt that needlework 
was not the best thing for me to do, because 
there are so many women who employ their 
spare time that way. 

“Just about that time, February, 1912, 
there was a revival in the simplest, but most 
beautiful of handicrafta—basketry. It set 
me to thinking. The public was basket 
crazy.

But a dozen ladies were anxious to 
learn, and wanted me to begin with them as 
my first class. After thinking it over, I 
decided to try. You never know what you 
can do until you try.

Joins Arts and Crafts Society. 

“With fear and trembling I got up before 
a class mostly composed of school teachers 
and gave my first lesson in basketry. This 
was exactly six weeks after 1 had begun to 
take up the study of the subject myself, I 
arranged for twelve lessons in the course, at 
the rate of 50 cents a lesson, including the 
material for weaving. Many a time l worked 
hard the night before preparing myself to 
teach some intricate form of weaving the 
next day—a form that I had not as yet mas- 
tered myself, so I was gaining knowledge 
all of the time. 

‘‘In the spring of the same year I made 
a few samples of flower holders in shades of 
green, mahogany, and brown and su. nitted 
them to the florist for inspection. I imme- 
diately gotan order for a dozen and a half 
for Easter. Later this same florist gave me 
an idea of something she would like for 
potted plants. I worked out this idea, vary- 
ing the weaves and shapes somewhat, en- 
tirely to her satisfaction. The shades of 
dye which I used were original with me, and 
the result ‘of many experiments and much 
work,

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“In the fall of the same year i made and 
sold over $80 worth of baskets. Some of 
the leading stores handled the baskets on a 
commission. 

* Just oee year from the time I com- 
menced to master the art of basketry I tried 
for a craftsman membership in the Society 
of Arts and Crafts, submitting three sam- 
ples of my best work. In due time I re- 
ceived a letter, and, with a queer sensation 
about my heart and with bated breath, I 
opened it and found to my great joy that my 
application had been accepted. The secre- 
tary of the society wrote me a few days 
after asking me for a consignment of bas- 
kets to be placed in their salesrooms in the 
old Ticknor house in Boston. This work aiso 
had to pass a jury, separate from the jury 
for membership. Four weeks iater 1 sent in 
my first lot of baskets, sixteen in all, in- 
cluding sandwich and flower baskets, wall 
vases, fern dishes, window boxes, etc. Out 
of these only four were rejected, not quite 
coming up to their standard. Out of the 
twelve accepted by the jury four were on 
exhibition in the new Museum of Fine Arts 
in Boston in the annuai exhibit of handi- 


crafts.

“TI have received so much help from this 
Corner that I am giad to gend a few con- 
tributions on my own account in the hope 
that they may help some one. I have read 
much about canning beans, but have seen 
no recipe for salting them down, which is a 
much easier process and brings good re- 
sults. Cut the beans and pack in gallon 
crocks or in jara, In layers, one of beans 
and one of salt. Place a heavy stone on 
top for a weight, as the liquid forms and 
the beans must be covered. You can add 
to these at any time. When ready to serve 
the beans parboil them, then drain the 
water off and take out the salt. There are 
fine and taste more like fresh beans than 
canned. | 

“When canning tomatoes, just before 
Sealing the jar put a generous pinch of 
salt on top and you will find you will have 
no trouble to keep them in fine condition. 
“In reply to Mra. D. G. D.’s request for 
plum butter, I am happy to give mine. 
Cook the plums until well done, then rub 
through a colander to remove stones and 
skins, allow a cup of sugar to a cup of plum 
pulp, season with allspice and cinnamon 
to sult the taste, and cook slowly.”

An overcoat, of what- 
ever style it may be, has such advantages 
of warmth and protection and economy that 
women are more than willing to sacrifice the 
trimness of the coat suit to the comfort of the 
all covering separate coat.

Others are set in with 
the natural armhole, that is, natural as far 
as location is concerned, but long and roomy 
as to size. 

Below the waistline the clinging tendency 
of the last year is still noticeable in the 
outer garments, except in the case of the 
slip-on waterproof. The effect obtained by 
this clever pulling in of the coat around the 
bottom is an effect of straightness. Thereis 
little of the pannier effect tn the less dressy 
coats. That is reserved for the handsome 
afternoon coats and the even more elaborate 
evening wraps.

For the 
strictly utility cdat diagonals, cut stripes, 
checks, and long nap goods have been most 
popular with the designers. 

The Balkan blouse has influenced fall and 
winter top coats to the extent of lowering 
the belt, or in many cases putting the belt 
on a coat which a few seasons ago would not 
have had a belt. But the blouse itself has 
no place in the fall coat designs, except for 
young girls. The reason for that is evident 
when one considers how impracticable the 
blouse is for adaptation in heavy materials 
such as are being used. Many coats have 
belts, however, just a little below the natural 
waistline, and some of the most popular me- 
dium priced overgarments are made with a 
wide belt which is stitched onto the coat a 
few inches below the natural waistline. 
These belts seem mofe like trimmings than 
belts, however. moe 

The orienta! idea, which has influenced so 
many of the handsome garments of the Paris 
designers, is considerably modified for the 
utility coats which American women will 
wear. It is present only in trimmings, which 
ere handsome in coloring and in texture,

Moat of the utility coats have little trim- 
ming except on the collars and cuffs. Many 
of them are entirely untrimmed, relying 
entirely upon their cp for their smartnéss.

The girl who works, even though she has 
the nioney to pay for it, has not the time to 
bother with having made a large wardrobe 
and’ unless'exceptionally situated socially 
nas no use for many clothes. Therefore she 
muse choose a dress that will do duty for 
various occasions ‘and is of such material 
and color that it need not be continually in 
the hands of the cleaner or presser. It must 
also be made in such a way that it can be 
slippea on in a hurry—for most business wom- 
en who go out in the evening have scant 


“time fcr prinking between the close of busi- 


ness and the hour of the evening engage- 
ment. 

Nothing quite meets this need like a 
“dressy "' black dress, and though the style 
described is suitable for all colors and most 
soft, clinging materials as crépes, cépe me- 
teors, messalines; satins, or silk and wool 
mixtures, a black messaline or crépe de 
chine, or one of the especially stylish new 
poplin weaves will be most useful. 

Get a double width material, as it cuts more 
economically. About four to four and a half 
yards of forty inch black goods is an ample 
allowance for such a costume and the prices 
range from a dollara yard up. It pays, how- 
ever, to get a nice quality, as the cheaper 
ones wrinkle badly and soon get sleazy. Be- 
sides, one will need about three yards of 
contrasting color, and here the economy 
comes in, as many girls have a remnant of 
bright blue, rose, violet, or green eilk, not 
enough for an entire frock nor entirely suit- 
able for @ separate blouse, This is a blessed 
geasen for the woman on & Small dress al- 
lowance, as mixtures of contrasting materia! 
are not only permissible but smart—if prop- 
erly used. 

I am not an advocate of the business girl 
doing much of her own sewing, but it pays 
her to know about it so she can direct her 
cheap dressmaker, or she can pay the stay 
at home sister to make her clothes, while 
she supervises. 


Changes in Skirts. 

Get a new skirt pattern, for there are de- 
cided changes in small things even early 
in the fall as it is. Happily for the home 
dressmaker the skirts are comparatively 
simple, though looking elaborately draped. 
Choose a pattern that is two or three piece, 
gathers all around, and is draped back 
slightly from the fronts. The newest skirts 
hang in long soft lines, and the draping is 
much less bunched or caught up than in the 
gummer. Almost all of the smartest cos- 
tumes are gathered all around. 

Make the skirt of the, black satin and be 
sure in cutting not to put your pattern on 
the material askew. Open the skirt, in- 
deed, the entire costume, down the front— 
another blessing for the hurried dresser. 
Lap the right side over about two inches 
beyond! middie of waist band, slope the edge 
slightly toward bottom of skirt until ten 
inches from the bottom, where the. dress 
opens in a pointed slash directy in the 


middle of the skirt and forming a narrow | 


V. This may be omitted, in which case the 
bias line is made more marked and the left 
under side is correspondingly widened. 

The slash is much in evidence on the newer 
models and is*’pretty when filled in with 
scant black lace ruffies or accordion plaited 
chiffon. This filling should took as if sep- 
arate from the dress, but is blind stitched 
to the under side of the opening at the edge 
of the facing. 

Cut the skirt sweep length all around. 
This is prettier than a short skirt for even- 
ing, yet not so troublesome as a train for 
the girl who must use street cars or walk. 
Allow for a three inch hem or, what is pret- 
tier but not so serviceable, cut abaut ore 
and one-half inches longer than the neces- 
sary length to allow for turning up evenly 
when the skirt is hung and face with a three 
inch bias of the color of the waist. 

Start the facing at the top of the slash 
and carry around the bottom of the skirt. 
The touch of color looks charming. This 
facing is not put on until the skirt has been 
joined to the waists, so it may be turned up 
properly on the bottom. 


* 
Panels on the Shirt. 


The skirt is gathered to the belt all around 
and has panels or the new shape peplum on 
each side. These are made of the black 
satin and are cut twelve or thirteen inches 
wide and long enough to come midway to 
the knee. The satin is decorated by darn- 
ing in long stitches with a heavy embroidery 
silk the color of the colored satin of the 
blouse. The stitches are about a nalf inch 
long and the same distance apart, and may 
be’ put on in a design or, far more easily. are 
run in alternate rows, the stitch of one row 
being opposite the space of the other. 

These panels are lined with the colored 
satin, or if it is necessary to economize, may 
be faced to the depth of an inch and a halt. 
They are fulled just enough at the top to 
prevent drawing over the hips and are set in 
with the skirt band. 

The blouse used with this skirt is of some 
vivid contrasting tane of satin—one of the 
new Saxe or king biues is especially good 
with black. It is made over a kimono pat- 
tern with sleeves three-quarter length or

For a stout person the 
Waist should be draped over a French lining 
to hold it in place, but a slender woman 
need only line the satin with a thin lawn, or 
even net, cut like the outside. This pre- 
vents the satin from getting greasy, and 
soiled from constant wear. When making 
waist from a rerinant, instead of doubling 
over to cut the kimono sleves there may be 
a@ seam running down the shoulder to end 
of sleeve. This is only an emergency cut, 
as it is not especially attractive. In fitting 
make alterations on the side seams. 

In hanging the skirt adjust the gathers 
carefully. The greatest fullness is between 
the panels at the back—never have the drap- 
ery buncy over the stomach. 


¢ * 
Joining Skirt and Blouse. 

When the skirt and biouse have been care- 
fully fitted join at the waist line. The skirt 
anu biouse both fasten with hooks sewed 
to right side and coresponding loops or eyes 
on the other. Make the placket ten inches 
deep, If preferred the colored facing may 
be carrietl to the top at right or overlapping 
edge, so the faintest suspicion of ‘color 
shows. 

Finish the bottom of the kimono sleeve 
with a straight band of the black six inches 
deep. This is darned with the color like 
the panels and is placed right side to wrong 
side of sleeve, stitched in a narrow seam and 
turned so the right or darned side comes 
on outside of the sleeve. Baste along edge 
and again at top and blind stitch on. The 
sleeve should turn the w completely 
or may be three-quarter le as is becom- 
ing. Slash sleeye and band on outside of 
arm for three and a half inches and fill in 
the space with plaited lace or net frilling. 

The surplice of the blouse, which ends at 
base of neck in back or may be cut ina shal- 
lower V, ag preferred—the former is more 
stylish—is finished with an inch and a quar- 
ter of facing of ite own tone. The open- 
ing is filled in with_an inch and a quarter 
bias fold of white of cream colored net 
against the blouse. This fold is cut three 
inches wide to permit’turn-ins. Under the 
white is a similar fold of chiffon or net the 
color of the blouse and another fold of the 
net beneath that. Thus there is white 


against the neck with the color between it 
and the other white fold. 

These fold&# may be sewed to the edges of 
the blouse or the form can be arranged 
like a vest on a shaped piece of net which 
ia sewed to the left side and has eyes on the 
right, bound edge with hooks to correspond 
on the right edge of blouse. The outside 
of the neck has a plaited frill of net or lace 
two and a half inches deep sewed to inner side 
of surplice so it falls gracefully on the out- 
side, On the right or overlapping edge bring 
the frill to the girdle lme.

Made Easy for Cleaning. 

All these trimmings should be sewed in by 
hand so they may be easily removed for 
freshening. The frilling can be bought 
plaited into a net band and just enough is 
needed to measure easily around the opering 
of the neck. It is advisable, however, to get 
twice the amount to have a new frill ready 
when the first soils. It is not easy for the 
business woman’ to keep up her cleaning, so 
it is less wear on the nervous system to have 
the extra amount for emergencies. This 
same frilling is used at slash opening at back 
of sleeve. It may be brought round the 
bottom, but it is newer to use it jus? at the 


folds, 

The girdle is a bias strip of the black satin 
five or six inches deep as is becoming. lt 
should be cut four inches wider thaa it Is to 
be worn and is laid in soft upturning plaits. 
Put a piping of the color at the upper and 
lower edge to look as if the girdle were 
faced. Fasten at the left side above the 
skirt opening with a narrow frill and an 
inch back of it have as decoration thr ev col- 
ored buttons. These may be of the biack 
darned with the colorused as a covering for 
molds or can be fancy jeweled buttons in the 
tone of the blouse. 

This gown is especially good looking whep 
‘used with the blouse and darning of the new 
blue something the shade of nattier, only 
grayer. It is also good ina deep, pinkish 
apricot tone or a dull pink. Do not have the 
tone of the blouse too vivid or the costume 
Will look loud and crude, A creamy or ecru 
lace will often be found less startling than 
the white, especially if:emerald green or 
other strong color is chosen.

How the Ruling Has Been Changed. 

It is, rather hard on that individual—the 
ordinary man. A picture which is exhibited 
in the Paris salén, which has been admired 
on the continent, and which as far as he 
is concerned means Art (with a capital A), 
is called vulgar and indecent. And then he 
is walking along the highway on a Sunday 
afternoon and sees a couple of statues which 
don’t look a bit different from the painting 
and yet those are all right. i 

The old rule used to read: : 

24. ‘Indecent or lewd books, pictures, 
plays, etc., exhibitions of pictures of nude 
figures. 3 

“It shall be unlawful for any person to 
exhibit, sell or ‘offer to sell, or circulate or 
distribute arfy indecent or Jewd books, pic- 
tures, or other things whatever of an im- 
moral or scandalous nature.”

“Or to exhibit in any place where’ the 
same can be seen from the pwblic highway or 
in a public place frequented by children 
which is not connectedwith any art or edu- 
cational exhibition, any picture representing 
a person in @ nude state . . . under 
penalty of not less than $20 nor more than 
$100 for each offéhse.” 

That’s the law. Now, are these figures , 
nude? If you include Venus de Milo in that . 
class they are. And what of the figures in 
the statuary to come? 

And these surely are in the public highway. 

Well, let’s hope and pray that no public 
censor gets a streak of over-accentuated 
puritanism and criticises them. . ’

*" §Such was the condition in the old 
Ghetto spot where West Park No. 2 
ig now located. 

There is but one bathtub to the block 
today. But my! such a big bathtub there 
is theré now—a big concrete bathtub which has 
cleansed and refreshed over 1,000,000 per- 
sons since it was built three years ago. 

Following Jefferson street to the edge of 
the Ghetto, the new recreation center and 
the new bathtub are now feund in the block 
where previously there were fifty-seven in- 
sanitary dwellings, housing 597 people, or 
more than 200 persons to the acre, about 
ten times the density of population of the 
rest of the city. 

Upon the purchase of the block by the 
West Chicago park commissioners “the 
gang” in the neighborhood ‘has been trans- 
lated into the-athietic team, and the air 
and the sunlight and the exercise afforded 
by the place have outwitted the germs of 
disease. bad 

No matter how small , the child or how 
new the immigrant, there is a welcome 
there. It is said to be the most popular 
park in America. 

Popular as is swimming and shower bath- 
ing at the park during the summer months, 
it is something more than a mere place at 
which to keep clean. The. mind is taken 
eare of here as well as the body. . Here it is 
that the children of Russian, Jewish, Irish, 
Italian, Polish, Greek, and Lithuanian 
parents congregate on the occasion of all 
civic and national holidays to join in sing- 
ing “ My Country, "Tis of Thee.” 

“West Park No. 2,” or “ Stanford park,” 
occupies 2.89 acres at Jefferson, Union, and 
Barber streets and West Fourteenth place. 
It covers a space of ground less than 1-1500th 
of the entire park area of the city, but it 
easily makes up in activity what it lacks in 
size.

New Park a Melting Pot. 

In the neighborhood there is still a junk 
shop where old iron is collected and put- 
through a flame that recasts it into some- 
thing worth while. This new park is a melt- 
ing pot, too, where children who have hith- 


-erto been so handicapped are being molded 


into good citizenship. 

Here, all day long, the swings and the 
slides are kept busy.. Young limbs become 
strong swinging on the gymnasium appara- 
tus in the open air; laughter floats from the 
sand pile and the merry-go-round; the kids 
splashing at the fotintain yell to their com- 
panions to “Come on over!” 

Where did these children have an oppor- 
tunity to keep clean before? Where did they 
have a chance to play? 


Occasionally they were given a chance 
for a brief summer outing through one of 
the charities. but now they are at the gates 
as early as 7:30 o’clock in the morning. 
There is no quarreling—no abuse of prop- 
erty. And yet a squad of policemen couldn't 
protect the buildings and the equipment if 
the children didn’t wish to preserve them. 

The swimming feature of the park has 
been most popular, of course, during the 
summer months, but it is only one phase of

Thousands Use It Daily. 

It is worth while to visit the outdoor 
swimming pool during a hot summer day. 
What matter if the pavements are hot just 
beyond! 

On -July 29 of this year, a particularly 
hot day, there were 4,700 persons who dipped 
and dived and splashed about in the big 
bathtub. \ 

More than a million persons—men, wome 
and children—have made use of the swim- 
ming pool and the shower bathe at the park 
since it was opened. 

During thé month of August, 48,000 bathed

there, and al] of them were furnished bath- 
ing suits, soap, towels, and lockers for their 
elothing.

There are no charges of any kind for the 
use of any of the park's facilities, everything 
being furnished at public expefse. ‘The 
land, buildings. and equipment cost the city 
about $300,000 and the annual cost of main- 
tenance is about 338,000. 

And yet it is not hardly a question of 
how much the park is costing the city. The 
question is rather, How much is it saving 
the city?
